A FORMER ATLANTIAN’S INSTRUMENTS, 


Famous Italian, German and French 
Makers-Clever Imitations of 
Antique Instruments.

A CONTRACT 

With the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
. Engineers as They Asked. 


TEXT OF AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


JIeIs One Which Will Be Read with Great 


'* Imterest Throughout the Country. 
| What It Means. 


Macon, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)—The 
Central railroad engineers have won in 
their case before Judge Speer, of the 
United States court, to require Receiver 
H. M. Comer to sign a contract for the 
ensuing year with the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers. The Constitution has 
already given a full resume and review 
of the entire matter from the day in last 
November .when General Superintendent 
George Dole Wadley refused to treat with 
the committee from the brotherhood, up 
to the present hour. Judge Speer’s decis- 
ion has been awaited with great interest, 
for the question involved was a broad and 
deep one, of momentous importance and 
gravity and far-reaching in its effects. 
The decision of Judge Speer gives labor 
organizations a dignity and standing in 
the eyeg of the world and the general esti- 
mation of mankind never before possessed 
by them in equal degree. Judge Speer 
rendered his decision today at 10 o'clock in 
the United States courtroom. There were 
present a large number of engineers, law- 
yers, and other spectators. Several ladies 
were also in attendance, among them being 
the venerable mother and lovely wife of 
udge Speer. All listened with deep in- 
omen ag the judge read his decision. He 
consumed about three hours in the reading. 
It embraced eighteen pages of typewritten 
. The decision was Jjnteresting and 
en ng from beginning to end. It 
covered the entire subject. It was able, 
exhaustive, elaborate and complete. The 
gudge sought to deal with both sides fairly 
and justly. He kept in mind the equal 
ights of the railroad and its employes. 
e decision can be construed ag a com- 
— triumph for the engineers, except so 
ar as the boycott rule of the brotherhood 
is concerned, which rule forbids engineers 
of one road hauling the cars of a striking 
road. Judge Speer decides that Receiver 
Comer must sign a contract with the broth- 
erhood engineers, and with engineers not 
members of e brotherhood. Judge 
thus recognizes the right of the 
brotherhood to existence, and, in fact, 
places himself on record ag the friend and 
supporter of labor organizations so long 
as they remain and operate within the law.

They state 
further that they have remained in ser- 
vice of the company, although the superin- 
tendent and the receiver have refused to 
enter into any new contract or consider the 
old contract longer in force, unless ordered 


80 to do by the court. 


Pending the adjustment of the controversy, 
which was poned for ninety days by 
virtue of a clause of the contract which en- 
titled the receiver to notice for that period, 
and of which he claimed the benefit, the court 
has continued the contract in force. 

We have also caused several conferences 
between the receiver and the engineers, with 
the hope that an amicable agreement might 
oliow. This expectation has been defeated 
Cf a strike on the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery railroad, the refusal of one of 
the engineers to haul a train to which 4 car 
of that company was attached, his immediate 
discharge and the friction between the 
ceiver and the engineers which resulted 
therefrom. The engineers then applied to the 
eourt. They set forth the objects of their 
order, the advantages of a contract with 
their employers, and that such contracts are 

force upon a very large proportion of the 
principal railroads of the country. ‘They 
state that since it has been shown to them 
that the properties in the hands of the re- 
ceiver are embarrassed financially, they are 
centent to work in his service wilthout any 
increase of wages, although they insist that 
the rate is less than that paid by competing 
and connecting lines, and they pray that the 
receiver be directed to continue in force the 
contract under which they were working at 
the time the receiver was appointed, subject 
to such modifications and changes as may be 
made by the order of the court. They annex 
& copy of this contract. 

The receiver answers: sige 

1. That the Grand National — Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers is not incor- 
porated, and that many of its rules and reg- 
ulations, which have a bearing upon any 
contract its members might make,are with- 
held from the penite, This places him at a dis- 
advantage and renders uncertain the atti- 
tude of the brotherhood in any difficulty 
which might arise in connection with the 
contract. 

=. That a number of the locomotive engin- 
eers employed by htm are not members of the 
brotherhood and that it is not proper for him 
to contract in this way with certain employes, 
—— others are employed without such a con- 

ract. 

3. That such a contract renders it impossible 
for the officers charged with the operation of 
the property to have such freedom in its ad- 
ministration as is necessary to its prompt 
and effielent managemeut. 

4 As a common carrier, the railroad under 
his control is liable for damages which may 
result from the disorganization of its service. 
That the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engin- 
eers is bound by secret obligations to with- 
draw from the service of railroad companies 
in a body, causing great damage. 

5. That he should be at full liberty to select 
the best men and means of managing the bus- 
ipess without regard to organizations of any 
kind. That his superintendent has prepared a 
proper schedule of wages and conditions for 
the employment of engineers and firemeT, a 
copy of which is attached. ‘ 

. If he should centract with the brother. 
hood, it would be holding out a premium for 
his employes to become members of that or- 
der, which respondent states is not to the in- 
terest of his trust. That the brotherhood 
renders it imposeible for the officers of the 
railroad to come into direct contact with the 
employes and prevents such free intercoursa 
as is necessary to good and efficient service. 
That no contracts have been entered into with 
the Order of Railway Conductors and the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, and that 
he bas had no difficulty with the conductors 
and firemen. He denies that it is usual and 
customary for railroad companies of the 
United States to make such contracts whith the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. 

It will be observed that much of the recelv- 
er’s answer is av argument against the pro- 

riety and policy of contracts of any charac- 
er between the officers of railway corpora- 
tions and the representatives of labor organi- 
gations. The gravity and importance of the 
considerations thus presented are exceedingly 
abs The control under any circumstances, 

the courts, of contracts between represent- 
atives of the immense values invested with 
corporations engaged in the public duty 
of transportation, and the laborers employed 
in the same service, will doubtless appear to 
many as novel and dangerous. It is well, 
however, to consider if a proper provision, 
by appeal to the courts, in the frequent and 
destructive conflicts between organized cap- 
ital and organized labor will not afford the 
simplest, most satisfactory and effective meth- 
od for the settlement of such controversies. 
Is it not the only method by which the pub- 
lic, and indeed the parties themselves, can be 
protected from the inevitable hardship and loss 
which all must endure from the may sing re- 
curring strikes? It will not be wise for those 
engaged with the maintenance of public or- 
der, to ignore the immensity of the changes 
in the relations of the employing, and the em- 
ployed classes, occasioned by the phenomenal 
development of commerce and the prevalence 
of labor organizations. We are in this case 
directly concerned with a corporation, and a 
labor organization, and both wneuee in rail- 
way transportation, and in this department of 
industry, itis reported by the interstate com. 
merce commission that there is invested, in 
the United States $9,829,475,015, or nearly 
eight times the entire bational debt of the coun 
try. Last year the ralroads gransported 530,- 
000,000 passengers, or more than eight times 
the entire population of the United States. 
The operatives employed by them number 
724.000. and it is no trifling testimony to the 
faithfulness and efficiency of this mighty ar- 
my of railroad employes, that of the vast jop- 
ulation eg, tehggee under their care, oniy 
205, or less than one two-bundredths of one 
per cent lost their lives. It is, moreover, true 
that no operatives of a railroad, more than 
the locemotive engineers, are charged with the 
preservation of life and property, and when 
we are advised by the proof that 32,000 of 
the Ipcomotive engineers of the United States, 
more than 80 per cent, belong to the Brother- 
hood, it is difficult to believe that their mem- 
be:ship lessens the efficiency to =r or 
fidelity to their supreme duty to the public. 
But whether these facts and other facts equal- 
ly well known and equally siggnificant, will jus- 
tify governmental control of contracts essep- 
tial to the uninterrupted transportation of 
the country, in which the public is so vitally 
eorcerned, it is clear that where the ig ie 
of railway and other corporations is being 
administered by a receiver, under the superin- 
tending power of a court of equity, it is com- 
etent for the court to adjust difficulties be- 
ween the receiver and his employes, which. 
in the absence of such adjustment, would tend 
to injure the property ang to defeat the pur- 
pose of the receivership. Indeed the power of 
the court, to direct a contract between its of- 
cers does not appear to be questioned. The 
power of the court has always, on 
proper occasions, been exercised to 
prote the properties from the 
damaging and unlawful rseults of a strike 
of the laborers in its employ, 

In the case of the telegraphers vs. Comer, 
receiver, supra, decided at this term, not yet 
reported, while this court, as above. stated, 
was prevented by thcir own conduct from ac- 
cording to the petitioners the practical relief 
they sought, they were enjoined from any in- 
terference with the property, operations or 
employes of the receiver, and rules were is- 
sued against individuals who were charged 
with such offenses. 

In re. Higgins, 27 Federal Reporter, p. 444, 
the learned circuit judge of this circuit, the 
Hon. Don. A. Pardee, declared: “It is well 
settled law that whoever tinlawfully interferes 
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; then that it is Sine 
power e t, in the interest of pu 
order, and for the protection of the property 
under the control, to direct a suitable arrange- 
ment with its employes or officers to pro 
compensation and cenditiohs of their employ- 
ment and to avoid, if possible, an interruption 
of their labor and duty, which will be dis- 
astrous to the trust, injurious t the property. 
There is no reason why the receivership in 
this respect should be conducted in a manner 
differing from the large preponderance of the 
successful and prosperous railroads the 
country. It appears from the proof that about 
90 jg cent of the railroads of the United 
States make contracts or schedules of rates 
and regulations for the employment of their 
operatives, which are naleed to by the repre- 
sentatives of both the jes, and which serve 
for the guidance of while they remain in 


are in evidence. We are ratisfied from “these 
facts that such arrangements, under proper 
restrictions, are praiseworthy and beneficial 
to hoth parties, and we therefore shall not 
longer hesitate to direct the receiver to enter 
into an appropriate contract or schedule of 
rates and reguiations with the engineers. 
This contract, however. will not be restricted 
to members of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers, although membership of that 
order is and will be no disqualification to 
service on railroads under the control of this 
court so long as the rules and regulations of 


the order are treated as subordinate to the 


law of the tand. The contract will compre- 
hend all engineers employed by the receiver, 
whether members are non-members of the 
brotherhood, 

This brings us to the consideration. first, 
what is an appropriate contract, and secondly. 
whether there fs anything in the rules and 
regulations of the brotherhood and its rela- 
tiens to these properties which is inconsistent 
vb the law. and which would make it im- 
Pp r for the court to place its receiver fin a 
position where, in his exigent duty to carr 
on the business of transportation, for whic 
the railroad was chartered by the state, he 
may find himself in the power of an organized 
body of his operatives who will be able to 
paralyze the operations of the properties. The 
appropriateness of the contract depends solely 
upon the arrangement of details. There is no 
difference between the engtneers and the re- 
ceiver upon the question of compensation. 
There is an apparent dispute about the effect 
of seniority of service of an engineer as 
affecting promotion. The court will provide. 
however. that where merit and_ ability 
are equal, that seniority of service shall pre- 
vail, and will errenge a fair tribunal for the 
purpose of testing the merit. and ability of 
various candidates for promotion, with the 
privilege of either party in cases not recon- 
Cilable to appeal to the court. There are 
other Instances of minor disagreement, which 
the court will take time to adjust and to per- 
fect the agreement. 

We bape noted with unaffected gratifica- 
tion the repeated statements made in fudicio 
by the engineers and their counsel that they 
will accept as final and satisfactory of every 
difference, the conclusion and decision of the 
court. The receiver has also expressed more 
than once his purpose to abide the decision. 
This submission, so unlike the violent and 
irrational course pursued by either party, as 
their interests might prompt and withont the 
slightest regard to the rights of the public, 
in many conflicts between what is popularly 
called “capital and labor.’’ is considerate. 
judicious and strongly argues that the engi- 
neers who are before the court are good citi- 
zens and indeed patriots who resnect and con- 
fide in the constituted authorities of their 
country. Fortunate indeed will it be for our 
country. if future differences of a similar 
character may be settled bv a method so 
simple and so safe. This submission of the 
engineers applies as well to the remaining 
and the most imnortant difference between 
the parties, and that is the effect upon the 
duty to the court and to the property of the 
rule of the brotherhood, which is understood 
br the court to be as follows: 

‘12. That. hereafter when an issue has 
heen sustained by the grand chief and_car- 
ried into effect by the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, it shall be recognized as 
a violation of obligation if a_member of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, who 
may be employed on a railroad run in connec: 
tion with or adjacent to said road, to handle 
the property belonging to said railroad or 
system in any way that may benefit said 
company with which the Brotherhood of Ia- 
comotive Engineers are at issne, until the 
grievances or issues of difference, of any 
nature or kind, ave been amicably adjusted. 

This rule is understocd to have been adopt- 
ed by the brotherhood in Denver three years 
avo. In his testimony Mr. A. B. Yonngson. 
assistant chief engineer,’ frankly admitted 


properties in the hands of the receiver antl 
the engineers in his employ, would be as 
follows: If, is the pursuance of the business 
of a common earrier. with which the receiy- 
er is charged, it should become necessary to 
convey over the lines of the Central railroad 
a car belonging to a railroad company on 
which there was a strike of the engineers, 
that it would be the duty of the brotherhood 
men in the employ of the receiver to refuse 
to han! the train containing such car, and if 
the officers of the road insisted that the car 
should proceed, loyalty to the brotherhood 
required that the engineer should at once 
resign his station and abandon his duty. He 
might, he stated, if he thought proper, carry 
the train to the terminal point. 

An illustration of the effect of this rule is 
afforded by the evidence. A strike was re- 
cently pending on the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery railroad, which runs in con- 
nection and is adjacent to the Central. En- 
gineer .Arden, of the Brotherhood of Loco 
motive Engineers, in the employ of the re- 
ceiver, was directed to carry a car of the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery road 
between two. stations on the Central railroad. 
He declined to do so, and was at once dis- 
charged. A committee of the brotherhood 
have insisted upon his reinstatement. This 
the receiver has refused, and it is certain 
that but for the amc rated of the proceedings 
now under consideration by the court there 
would be, as a result of Engineer Arden’s 
construction of his duty and the receiver’s 
action, a strike of the engineers upon every 
line of the Central, with all the calamitous 
results to the public, to the road and to the 
engineers which would = inevitably 
The recelver relies upon this as the main 
and controlling reason why he should not 
be required to enter into a Contract with the 
brotherhood, when this rule 12th of the 
brotherhood will necessarily be written into 
the contract. Now, there cannot be a doubt 
that this rule of the brotherhood is in direct 
and positive violation of the laws of the land, 
and no court, state or federal, could hesitate 
for a moment so to declare it. 

It is plainly a rule or agreement in re- 
straint of trade or commerce. Section 1 of 
the act of July 2, 1890, known as the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, provides: Every con- 
tract, combination in the form of trust or 
otherwise, or conspiracy, in restraint of trade 
or commerce among the several states,’ or 
with foreign nations, is hereby declared to 
be illegal. 

“Every person who shall make any such 
contract or engage in any such combination 
or conspiracy, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, on conviction thereof, 
shall -be punished by a fine not exceedin 
five thousand dollars, or by imprisonment no 
exceeding one year, or by both said punish- 
ments, in the discretion of the court.” 

Section 7 of the act of February 4, 1887, 
provides: ‘‘That it shall be unlawful for any 
common carrier subject to the provisions of 
this act to enter into any combination, con- 
tract or agreement, expressed or implied, to 
prevent, by change of time schedule, car- 
riage in different cars, or by other means or 
device, the carriage of freights from being 
continuous from the place of_shipment to the 
place of destination; and no break of bulk, 
stoppage or interruption made by such com- 
mon carrier shall prevent the carriage of 
freights from being and being treated as one 
continuous carriage from the place of ship- 
ment to the place of destination, unless such 
break, stoppage or interruption was made in 
good faith for some necessary purpose, and 
without any intent to avoid or unnecessarily 
interrupt such ‘continuous carriage or to 
evade any of the provisions of this act.” 

Section 8 of the same act provides: “That 
in case any common ¢arrier subject to the 
provisions of this act shull do, cause to be 
done or permit to be done any act, matter or 
thing in this act pronibited or declared to be 
unlawful, or shall omit to do any act, mat- 
ter or thing in this act required to be done 
such common carrier shall be Mable to the 
erson or persons injured thereby for the 
ull amount of damages sustained in conse- 
uence of any such violation of the provi- 
sions of this act, together with a reasonable 
counsel or attorney’s fee, to be fixed by the 
court in every case of

The laws of the United States, section 5440, 
of the revised statutes, provide: “If two or 
more persons conspire either to commit any 
offense against the, or to defraud the United 
States in any manner or for any purpose, 
and one or more of such parties do any 
Fact to effect the object of conspiracy. all the 
parties to such conspiracy shall be Hable to 
@ penalty of not less than $1,000 and not 
} more than $10,000, and to imprisonment not 
more, than two years.”’ 

A combination of persons without regard to 
their oecupation. which will have the effect to 
defeat the provisions of the interstate com- 
merce law inhibiting discriminations in the 
transportation of freight and passengers, will 
be obnoxious to the severe penalties of these 
Statutes. 

Now, it is true that in any conceivable strike 
upon the transportation lines of this country, 
whether main Hines or branch roads, there be 
interference with interstate or foreign 
commerce. This will be true also of strikes 
upon telegraph lines, for the exchange of tele- 
graphic messages between people of different 
states is interstate commerce. In the presence 
of these statutes,- which we have recited, and 
in view of the intimate interchange of com- 
modities between people of several states of 
the union, it will be practically inipossible 
hereafter for a body of men to combine to 
hinder and delay.the work of the transporta- 
tion company without becoming obnoxious to 
the provisions of these statutes, and a com- 
bination or agreement of railroad officials or 
other representatives of capital with the same 
effect will be equally under the ban of the 
penal statutes. tt follows, therefore, that a 
strike or “boycott,” as it is popularly called,

© iieged grievances which some other person or 
corporation, not @ party to the contract, in 
flicts or is alleged to inilict not npon a 

arty to the contract but upon somebody else. 

‘9 compel the receiver to do this would be 
monstrous, The receiver may be wholly just, 
considerate, htmane and even indulgent to 
the engimeers.in his employ. They may with 
reason regard him not only as their kindly em- 

loyer but. as their friend. The people of 
Jeorgia- may have afforded to them every 
needéefi evidence of sympathy, their compens:- 
it may be ample. their future as bright as 
is ble for intelligent; energetic and cour- 
 agbahs’ manhood, and yet. because of a diffi- 
‘ culty, with or without cause, which originates 
in Maitie or Minnesota, they will abandon the 
service of their kind employer and forego 
the renlfvation of their own hopeful antict- 
pations, and bring dismay, and it may be, 
ruin upon the kind and sympathetic peo- 
ple among whom they live. This is almost the 
inevitable consequence of this rule. It 1s 
in evidence, and is generally known, thaf al- 
most the entire business of transportation of 
frvight is carried on in cars which, without 
breaking the bulk of their freight, are for- 
warded from one railroad to another. This 
is an absolute necessity. The interests__of 
the public and the fconomies of cheap and 
rapid transit Gemand it. There are one mill- 
fon and two hundred thousand cars upon the 
railroads of the Unitd States. There are one 
hurdred and sixty-eight thousand four hun- 
dred and two miles of railroad, or more than 
seven cars per mile. The Central railroad, 
accordipg to the recent report of the superia- 
tendent, has less than two cars per mile. 

It is, therefore indispensable that it should 
use the cars of other lines, but If it were oth- 
erwise, it would be impossible under the 
preacnt system, to deny to the cars anu freleht 
of other lines transit over the lines of the 
Central without violation of the law. The re- 
ceiver cannot violate the law and the engin- 
eers cannot compel him to do so, withont 
themselves becoming obnoxious to the crimi- 
nal statutes. And the court does not doubt, 
from their bearing and testimony in this case 
that they only need to be advised. of these 
facts, when they will immediately recede 
from the unlawful, and most dangerous atti- 
tude. in whigh this rule bas placed them. It 
is, indeed, a rule which more than all others 
has given strength and comfort to the enemies 
of organized labor. It is true, however, that 
the learned counsel for tie petitioners. 
when his attention has been called by the 
court to the insuperable difficulty in the way 
of a mutually beneficial contract presented by 
this rule, while insisting that it onght not to 
stand in the way of a contract, hastened to 
afford additional evidence of the good faith of 
his clients, by stating unreservedly upon this 
as upon all subjects, they were willing and 
anxious to take the direction of the court. 
This declaration is authoritative and the court 
will act npon it. It is binding upon the en- 
gineers of the brotherhood, who are officers 
of the receiver, and who were represented by 
the committee and their assistant chief en- 
gireer, Mr. Youngston, all of whom were in 
the presence of the court when it was made. 
It is accepted as made, in good faith and as a 
cordition of the contract which the court 
will direct the receiver to make. While, there- 
fore, any engineer may, at any time, exercise 
his right as an individual to leave the service 
of the receiver, he may not do so in such a 
manner as to gjure the properties or impede 
its proper management’by the receiver. 

In case of any issue with the management 
in which the brotherhood or its members are 
concerned, and the members in the employ of 
the receiver, shall desire to leave his ser- 
vice in a body or otherwise in such manner 
as may in any way_impede the operations of 
the road, they will be required to do so upon 
such terms and conditions as the court may 
think proper for the protection of the interest 
of the property and the maintenance of jus- 
tice ant fair play to all concerned. In the 
meantime, the old contract will remain of 
force, always under the general operation of 
this decision’ with reference to Rule 12 of the 
brotherhood, until the terms of the new con- 
tract are ditaltey settled by the court. And 
it will be specially directed that no engineer 
or other person in the employ of the Central 
railroad shall be discharged or in any way 
injured in his station on account of this 
proceeding or any step taken in its inception 
or advécacy. 

The Arden Case. 

The case of Engineer Arden, of the Cen- 
tral railroad, who was removed for refusing 
to haul “Sam” cars when there was a 


strike on that road, has not been for- 
mally brought to the attention of Judge 
Speer, though it is probable that applica- 
tion will be_joade for his reinstatement at 
an early date. 

It is possible that Judge Speer will make 
an amicable settlement of the matter with- 
out resorting to trial. His decision today

A good mackintosh is a treasure, but one 
must usually buy twice to get one. 

An Inexpensive Storm Coat. 


For those who do not want to spend so 
much money upon a garment which is only 
to be worn in the rain, there comes a kind 
of storm coat which answers the purpose 
admirably. It has an outside of rough 
serge and is lined with rubber. There is 
no inside facing, but this can be easily sup- 

lied at home. The cost ig only $5. This 

not much when one considers the quanti- 
ty of material actually required for the out- 
side alone, 

Many business women who are obliged to 
carry a storm coat daily during the fickle 
weather of spring prefer to get a new coat 
every season instead of a very expensive 


one. ; , 
The all-rubber coats or “gossimers,” are 
very little worn. 
A very good umbrella is made to carry 
with the inexpensive storm coat just de 
acribed. It is of silk, but there is a thread 
of cotton or linen in the silk to render it 
stronger. Such an umbrella wears for years 
and looks respectable to the end. The old- 
fashioned alpaca umbrella is not to be rec 
ommended, for it turns gray too soon. 
Rubber can be bought by the yard for the 
use of those home dressmakers who want to 
fashion their storm coats at home. The 
model coat would have an outside of silk 
aline, then a rubber lining, and 
ioe ly a lining of soft, non-spotable silk. 
The cape should have two small pockets for 
ear fare and handkerchiefs. 
Those Thin Silk Umbrellas. 


The best wearing umbrella is a thin silk 
one. All silk, to be durable and waterproof, 
must be oil boiled. Thick silk, thus treated, 
is more liable to erack than thin, because 
it is less pliable and when it folds it forms 
irito creases instead of little wrinkles. 

The best oil boiled, thin silk umbrella costs 
$5. Above that price the buyer can indulge 
in fancy handles and spend as much money 
as she pleases. 

It is possible to get a brown silk umbrella, 


a gray silk one, or a blue, to match the 


shade of the wet weather costume. 

A beatiful new umbrella is of electric 
blue silk, with a Dresden china handle also 
of blue. The cost is $10. For $14 one can 
get a silk umbrella made to order to match 
any suit, and with a Dresden china handle. 

An umbrella with eight ribs wears longer 
than a ten ribbed one, because there is just 
so much less liability of its cracking along 
the ribs. The ribs should be hollow to 
wear well. 

The life of a good umbrella should be, 
according to an umbrella dealer, at least 
one year. At the end of that time it will 
need a new ferrule and may have to be 
professionally patched where the ribs join 
together. 

The Gondola Handle. 


A fashionable handle for a woman’s um- 
brella is of natural wood, like a shepherd’s 
crook, closely studded with tiny silver head- 
ed nails. 

oe oe handle igs the ‘“‘zon- 
dola.’’ The name comes from the shape, 
which curves upward on each end. 

An exquisite example of the gondola um- 
brella was on exhibition in the private show 
rooms of a Broadway store.

These are outside figures, and 
there is ne doubt that the prudent and 
painstaking shopper could improve upon 
them. These are regular prices, not the 
“bargain day’’* ones. 

Another very desirable cloth for rainy- 
day costumes, being entirely water-proof 
and respectable, is the new Hey tian cloth, 
It comes in all the pretty spring shades, 
double width, and is 98 cents a yard. 
Egyptian cloth is ribbed like Bedford 
cloth, only the ribs are flattened more.

If you decide to use the oilcloth, get a 
yard in the shade nearest your gown. 
Face your skirt very deeply on the inside 
with it, and turn it up on fhe outside to 
the depth of three inches. Then stitch 
on @ heavy ruching of the dress goods 
over the outside facing of oilcloth, con- 
cealing it and putting a stylish appearance 
upon what threatened to be only sternly 
practicable. 

Above the ruche put three bands of gimp.

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"HOW TO BE A GRACEFUL DANGER, 


A Few Words of Instruction From The 
Aesthetic Danseuse, Amelia Glover. 


- If I were asKea to teach a class of young 
ladies how to dance gracefully, I should 
hesitate and be quite at a loss how to 
begin, for although dancing is the oldest 
of the arts, there is very little known 
about it. 


I mean that, considering the popularity | 


of dancing with all classes of people, and 
considering that it is the accepted 
form of amusement with the best society 
people, it is surprising that there is no 
more written about it. 

The first thing that I should tell my 
girls to do would be to become graceful. 
After that would come the steps. 

But being graceful is not easy, and I 
should apprehend a deal of difficulty be 
fore we had passed that stage of pro- 
gress. ; 


But suppose my class were in front of 


me, in the long line familiar to dancing 

pupils, and I were telling them what to 

do. I should say: . 
“Young ladies, we will first learn the 


body balances.” 


Then I shoud lean forward as far as 


possible, standing only on one foot, and 
should invite my young ladies to do the 
same. One trial would convince them 
that it is not an easy thing to do. But 
we would persevere until we could all 
balance nicely on either foot. Thus the 
first step toward graceful dancing would 
be taken. One learns the piano in the 
same way—by practicing arm and finger 
movements first. One does not “take 
pieces” right away. 

After that, by easy stages, we would 
take up the arm movements and would 
practice until we were all able to sway 
our arms gracefully, swing the body 
and turn the head, so that there would 


_be real poetry in every motion. 


In the practicing we would exaggera 
all the motions. : 

Then we would begin “dancing steps,” 
and would take up the waltz and all the 
other conventional dances. 

But in the beginning we should train 
as if we were to become athletes, or acro- 
batists, without thought of mere ball- 
room dancing. 

Ungraceful and Stiff Waltzing. 

I have noticed that in a ballroom the 
young women hold themselves’ very 
straight and dance entirely with the 
lower limbs. Many of them are so rigid 
that they might easily carry a book on 
top of the head without ever letting it 
slide off as they glide through the mazes 
of the waltz. Their shoulders are held 
very square, and so far as life and mo- 
tion is concerned, they might as well be 
made of sawdust above the waist. This 
is very noticeable in the german, which 
calls for fancy figures and fancy motions. 

Some do move about a great deal, but 
still are not graceful. And I attribute 
the fault not so much to them as to the 
way they are taught. They are taught 
“steps” instead of principles. 

In waltzing, which is the Simplest of 
the conventional round dances, the en- 
tire body should move with the feet. The 
step is a short, easy one, and it admits 
beautifully of the most graceful of body 
movements. As the foot trips forward, 
the body should bend a little backwards 
from the waist, while the shoulders should 
give a slight turn in the direction of the 
next step and the head takes that lovely 
reverse motion which is considered the 
crowning touch to graceful dancing. The 
Delsartans call it “the opposition of mo- 
tion.” It is certainly very pretty.

A Word of Advice to the Society Dancer. 


I would advise the society girl who wishes 
to be a very graceful dancer to stop sud- 
denly when practicing for the cotillon or 
waltz and try to remain in just that posi- 
tion for a minute without losing her bal- 
ance.

ellow—‘‘just a bit misguided, though, you 
know”—and that this is a right jolly sort 
of an old world after all. 

Time has delivered him from “envy, ha- 
tred, malice and all uncharitableness” to- 
ward the bitter bygones. But time can 
do no more. In every true-born southern 
heart there lives invincible a fierce, pathetic 
loyalty to the sorrows of that far-off deadly 
struggie that makes the lives of the older 
generations an eloquent memoria}. 

To perpetuate_this° dear allegiance, _te 
transmit it a sacred trust, as a heritage to 

osterity, is one of the fondest articles of 
aith among the men and women of the 
confederate states. ‘ith this end in 
view, & most unprecedented southern rally 
is soon to be brought about in Richmond, 
the “rebel capital,” that fal historic city, 
in which all the confederate states most 
evthusiastically co-operate. 

Primarily the celebration is to take the 
form of a “memorial bazaar,’ whose pro- 
ceeds are to go toward the erection of a 
magnificent monument to the private sol- 
diers and sailors of the confederacy, and 
to the esfablishment”of a confederate myse- 
um. 

It is the women o? tlie south, that lovely, 
plucky sisterhood that has shown before in 
& graver cause, the sternnéss of the stuff 
of which they were made, who are under- 
taking so stupendous a work. 

The monument upon Libby Hill, upon 
which ‘work has been begun some time, 
will be a structure sixty-five feet high, the 
column, a reproduction of Pompey’s Pillar, 
being surmounted by a sculptured figure 
of a confederate private soldier. 

The museum js to be instituted in the 
notable ‘Jeff’? Davis miansion, corner Clay 
and Twelfth streets, oecupied by the presi- 
dent of the confederate states during the 
war and known as the “White House of 
the Confederacy.” 

It was here that notable young woman, 
the idol of the south, Miss Varina Davis, 
(“Winnie”) the “Daughter of the Confed- 
eracy,” spent her childhood’s earliest days 
in the nursery with her older sister,. now 

- Haynes, and_her two small brothers. 
One of these little fellows lost his life 
by a fall from the top of the back piazza. 

Mr. Davis took up his residence here 
upon being inaugurated president of the 
permanent government of the confederate 
states February 22, 1862. 

This building, so full of historic and 
sentimental interest, hag been presented to 
the Ladies’ Memorial Association by the 
city of Richmond. 

Ig is under the auspices of this leal and 
energetic band of women that the “Memo- 
rial zaar” scheme was put into execu- 
tion. It is to be the most superb and 
comprehensive affair ever held in Richmond, 
and perhaps the most unique in the whole 
country. It will mark an epoch. 

Upward of 700 women, each among the 
fairest and most, distinguished that old 
Dixie boasts, both maids and matrons, are 
throwing themselves soul and body into 
the work under the efficient generalship 
of Mrs. E. D. Hotchkiss of Virginia, 
president of the association.

all the south whose kinsmen wore the gray 
is withholding her encouragement or co-o 
eration, and many a staunch young “rebel” 
transplanted to a northern soil is lending en- 
thusiastic aid. 

Lovely Mrs. William Allen, now of New

in herself an individual consecration to the 
cause. 

The empty coat sleeve of father or hus- 
band with its pathetic reminder is perhaps 
ever before her, or the memory of. a fair 
home laid waste, of terrible privation and 
bitterest heartache.

The Constitution intimates that this be- 
ing an off year'in politics and no elections 
to be held and therefore no demagogues to 
ride the anti-railroad hobby5 will be allow- 
ed a better chance to make a living. We 
hope so, and we hope that there is a healthy 
reaction going on in the public mind concern- 


‘ing them. It is a strange and hateful 


spectacle to see how these great commer- 
cial industries of the state are hawed at 
and almost crushed by invidious legislation. 
Why is it that such men as Thomas and 
Fink and Green and Comer and Hanson 
have to go before the commission and as 
The Constitution says, “beg for life?” 
Their freight rates regmaced 44 per cent 
within twelve years and their net earnings 
forced down to an average of less than 
3 per cent on the capital stock, what does it 
mean? Are our people uXfreindly to rail- 
roads because of any harm they have done 
us. We old people remember when the 
Central and the Georgia and the State 
roads were the pride of the farmers and 
the merchants who lived along the lines and 
it Was a rare thing for a heavy dainage 
suit to be brought against them. We re- 
member when the fare was 5 cents a mile, 
and the freight rates double what they are 
now, there was no persecution, no law- 
yers ru®ning in hot haste to the wrecks to 
get up cdses against them, no strikes of 
engineers, no failures to meet the interest 
on their bonds or to pay the usual dividend 
of 8 per cent per annum o2 their stock. 


Everything was peaceful and prosperous. 


then, and the people were friendly and con- 
tent. What is the matter now? Major 
Green says the Georgia railroad cannot, 
at present rates, earn more than 3 per cent 
and yet the lessee has to pay 11 per cent 
to the stockholders. Well, of course, the 
stockholder is not complaining, but is this 
continual reduction of the rates just to the 
railroads or their lessees. What other in- 
dustry or business is so hedged in and 
bridled by unfriendly legislation? Who 
says that the great merchants of Atlanta 
and Macon sell their goods too high and 
they shall make lower prices? Who limits 
the manufacturer or the farmers or the 
miners in the prices of their products? On 
what principle does the _ discrimination 
against railroads come in? Do they not 
serve all branches of industry and com- 
merce? Could the people get along without 
them? Have they not reduced the cost of 
living to us all? Then what is the matter? 

Vhy are more than half the roads in 
Georgia in the hands of receivers? Receiv- 
ers whose certificates are better than the 
stock or the bonds! Certificates that grad- 
ually undermite the stock and wipe out and 
then undermine the bonds and wipe them 
out and finally a sale is ordered by the 
court and the whole concern passes into 
new hands and the money it brought is all 
consumed in the receiver’s certificates, and 
the charges of the courts and the lawyers’ 
fees. There are as many jobs and perqui- 
sites and professional emoluments in the 
windup as there were in the Ryan case hat 
took $50,000 for court expenses and left 
$37.000 for the creditors. 

Whenever a railroad or anything else falls 
into the hands of a receiver the average 
creditor may sing “farewell vain world, 
I’m going home.” 

There are many kinds of wreckers in this 
world who watch and wait for some strand- 
ed vesse] to come ashore in a storm so that 
they may rob the dead and grab the cargo, 
but why the state should help to crush her 
own railroads is a mystery to me. 
mortifying to our sense of justice and the 
eterna] fitness of things to see such honor- 
able an brainy genticmen as those who rep- 
resent our railroads down almost 
on their knees’ before our = rail- 
road commission and “begging for 
life.’”’ Why, it hasent been many months 
since a powerful] polifical party made a 
public declaration that it favored the seizure 
of all the railroads and their operations by 
the national government, Demagogues start- 
ed that, and some of them rode into office 
upon it. The time was when strikes and 
boycotts were unknown in the south, but 
now most every department of labor has 
its organitzaion for self-protection, just as 
though al] the rest of mankind were their 
enemies. Contracts are made and broken 
at their pleasure and at their pleasure they 
“walk out” and the wiieels of business 
must stop until] they get more concessions, 
We see that one federal judge up north has 
had the nerve to say to them, “ ‘thus far 
shalt thou go and no further.’ You may 
break your own contract but*you shall not 
interfere with other roads, nor intimidate 
their workmen. Commerce must go. on.” 

Why this pursuit of railroads by the peo- 

le, the courts, the juries, the legislature? 

Thy these frequent and enormous verdicts 
for damages? A few days ago there were 
four men blown up and killed at a lime 
quarry_near here. There was u prema- 
ture explosion because of a defect in the 
fuse, or the cap or something, or marbe 
from carelessness of the workmen. Will 
their kindred sue for damages? No. But 
if they had been killed on a train that seem- 
ed to be safe, and there was a broken rail 
or.a bolt broken, or a tap lost, or something 
else -wrong that human foresight 
could not discover, the legal 
wreckers would be on 
as the coroner, and in due time the court- 
house walls would echo with the same old 
tearful heart-rending speech that pictures 
to the jury “the criminal recklessness of 
these monsters of power that come thunder- 
ing down the rails.” Not long ago an At- 
lanta jury gave $800 damages to an engi- 
neer, because he sprained his ankle in 
stepping down from. the locomotive that he 
ran. The “tg had gotten loose and turned 
with him as he descended. Last year the 
Western and Atlantic raidroad settled with 
a negro woman for the death of her hus- 
band. She had lived With him for sixteen 

ears and was the mother of his children, 

ut another woman has brought suit be- 
cause she “was his just wife and he took 
and left her.” Anything is sufficient for a 
case against a railroad. When will this 
prosecution stopped or be mitigated? What 
secre hd exclusive rights or privileges 
ave railroads that other corporations or 
other people have not got? There was a 
time when common carriers had some ex- 
elusive privileges, but now—anybody can 
transport freight or passengers, anybody can 
build a railroad: anywhere and can encroach 
upon another road .and take part of its 
right-of-way. John Anderson keeps g 
horses and calriages and 
the drummers to and fro, 
if his ‘team should be | frightened and 
spill the drummer in the road and break 
his leg, is the drummer goiug to sue John 
No! Where does the difference 
come in? Both Anderson and the railroads 
use all foresight and all the diligence they 
can. If any difference should be made by 
the law, it should be made in favor of the 
railroads, for the public can’t possibly get 
along without-them. If a stock Jaw is 
right to protect farmers and save f ng, 
how much more is it righ to protect the 
lives of passengers on a train from being 
derailed and killed by reason of cattle on 
the track.

Does It Mean a Great Cotton 
Acreage?

If the amount of fertilizers sold in Geor- 
gia each year can be taken into account 
in the estimation of the cotton acreage for 
that year, then there is a vast increase 
_ this year over the acreage of last season. 
_ According to the figures kept by Mr. 
» (Mowlett Joiner, of the agricultural départ- 
‘ment of the state, 300,000 tons of fertilizers 
have been sold in the state this year. At 
least that many tons have been inspected 
fa the state. 
~ Last year there was but little more than 
half that amount sold in Georgia, and, as 
everybody knows, the cotton acreage was 
away off last year. 

The farmers, with an organized method, 
went about the work of reducing the -acre- 
age last year. They held meetings here 
and there, not only in the state of Georgia, 
but all over the south, and the result was 
that the acreage was so much reduced 
that the price of cotton bounded away up 
yonder at the beginning of the season. 


‘ With the small acreage of last year only [ 


196,342 tons were inspected by the chemists 
at the department of agriculture for Geor- 


gia. ) 

With the 300,000 tons inspected this 
year it is easy to see if this means any- 
thing it means that the cotton acreage this 
year is nearly double what it was last year 
in the state of Georgia at least.

He’ says the county institutes have been 
misunderstood by many of the teachers of 
the state, and that he was glad to be at 
the county institute at the chautauqua so 
that he could more fully explain the law es- 
tablishing these institutes and tell how 
they can be made useful in teaching teach- 
ers how to teach. 

A county institute is a thing that takes 
the place of a normal school. The teach- 
ers of a county get together for the pur- 
pose of discussing this thing or that bear- 
ing upon methods of teaching. If one 
teacher has found a certain method of in- 
struction advantugeous he gets up in meet- 
ing and sings out on that score go that the 
Others can follow suit. 

In this way it is not difficult to see that 
the institutes can @e of great service in 
the work of building up the educational 
interests of the state. lf the proper inter- 
est in them is taken by the — teach- 
ers, and the programmes fully carried out, 
the work will be easy and pleasant.

urging capitalists there to contribute money 
for it. He found that the bankers whom he 
visited were quite enchanted with the idea, 
but were by no means willing to invest. Upon 
his return he reported that the large invest- 
ments held abroad in transcontinental railway 
stocks and bonds stood in the wav of the 
enlistment of cipital for Captain Eads’s plan. 
To a ten-fold degree they have o posed, and 
will oppose immigration to the southern states, 
not from prejudice—capital knows no preju- 
dicee—but from self-interest. 

So. the Tehuantepec railway that connects 
the Gulf of Mexico with the Pacific ocean, 
across the isthmus of Tehuantepec, was be- 
gun in 1869, and owing to the hostilitv of the 
American railroads every company failed. until 
the Mexican government bought the franchises 
and built the road, which will be completed 
this year. It, was openly atated that Jay 
Gould paid the old contractors more money 
for not building the road than they would have 
recetved if they had fulfilled thetr contracts,

His Father Was Killed in Front of His 
Regiment at the Second Battle of 
Manassas—Dr. Wilson’s Career. 


If there is a man in Atlanta who 
knows the city by heart, and who can 
locate, without a moment’s hesitation, 
any thoroughfare belonging to her laby- 
rinth of avenues, that man is Dr. Hen- 
ry L. Wilson... ; 

He began to memorize the city when, 
a candidate for practice, he carried a 
pair of saddle bags over these hills. Dr. 
Wilson was the first city physician ever 
known in these parts, and he carried 
the distinction in a manner which very 
properly comported with its dignity. 

He little thought, however, as he 
wrote out his prescriptions in those 
@ays that the knowledge which he was 
then deriving from his practice would 
ever be of service to him in his future 
real estate transactions in this city. 

But such is life. There are many 
sudden changes in the road and often 
the prospect which invites us is not our 


own but some one else’s goal. It was 
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DR. H.-L. 


thus decreed from the beginning that 
Dr. Wilson, although a competent and 
skillful physician, should not be a prac- 
titioner all his life, but should meet his 
greatest success in the real estate 
“booms” of this city. 

Barring the first dozen years of his 
life and beginning with the care of his 
long pantaloons, Dr. Wilson has been 
continuously, and that means actively, 
a resident of this city. He came to 
Atlanta in 1852, when the muster roll 
of the city was scarcey more than twen- 
ty-five hundred inhabitants. Many of 
the hills which are new covered with 
costly and elegant structures, and which 
mre advertised as “close in,” were then 
either wrapped in the solitude that 
reigned over their primaeval oaks or 
else were here and-there dotted over 
with shanties which were neither ample 
nor select. 

The history of Atlanta, therefore, 
from the time when she threw aside 
the garb of township to don the more 
imposing robe of cityhood, has been to 
Dr. Wilson like an open book. 

Dr. Wilson was born in the Old Do. 
minion, on the banks of the Dan river, 
In the city of Danville, July 2, 1839. 
His father was the gallant Colonel Wil- 
liam T. Wilson, who was killed in the 
second battle of Manassas, while fight- 
Ing several yards in advance of his 
regiment. 


A plain, white shaft in Oakland cemetery, 
engraved with a handsome sword, marks 
the spot where this gallant officer reposes. 

Coloenl Wilson moved to Georgia from 
Danville, Va., in 1852. He considered the 
location a good one, and felt from its geo- 
graphical position that the young city which 
Was then struggling at the feet of the Blue- 
ridge mountaius, would some day be a great 
metropolis. 

He became identified with the place from 
the very start and his popularity was such 

t he was recognized as one of the most 
pecaenant citizens of Atlanta before the 
war. 

At the time when hostilities began, he 
Was the postmaster of the city. He speed- 
ily resigned this office, however, and eulist- 
ea as :s officer in the — of the confeder- 

i e€ Was ‘succeed in this position 
by Colonel T. CG. Howard, who Re how 
living at his home near Decatur. 

Co onel Wilson was one of the first of 
Atlanta’s volunteers to fall. He entered 
the war with a spirit of a dauntless cav- 
alier and fought with a supreme indifference 
both to death and danger. He never knew 
what it was to fear a bullet, and General 
Joseph E. Johnston in several of his letters 
referred to him in the most laudable terms 
as Spanos seneaen for his military skill and 

alor.

ing. He was well educated and was, more- 
over,_a physician with a license from the 
state to practice ‘medicine. Although the 
future supplied’ him with @ poor outlook 
through the medium of his professional tel- 
escope, he determined to’ buckle down to it 
and after doing = best he could, to leave 
the rest to providence. 

His psa was such, however, that the 
assistance of providence was scarcely need- 
ed. He found it up-hill work, of course, 
to gét along, but that was simply because 
he was going up hill and not down. Al- 
though nobody took the measels for the 
purpose of giving the doctor a fee, he was 
greatly encouraged by several epidemics 
of the croup and other contageous diseases, 
which added to his revenue, while they gave 
him an opportunity to manifest his skill. 

In 1872, his popularity was ‘such that he 
was complimented by his fellow citizens 
with an election to city council. As a 
member of that body he was active in all 
of its deliberations and was an excellent 
representative of his ward. He was chair- 
man of the street. committee and in that 
capacity was largely instrumental in bring- 
ing Whitehall, Peachtree and Marietta 
streets to their present grade. It was a 
very unpopular action at that tim@ and Dr. 
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WILSON. 


Wilson was threatened with violent treat- 
ment from various sources, but the satis- 
faction which the ordinance has since oc- 
casioned has very happily demonstrated 
the wisdom of the enactment. 

Dr. Wilson by reason of his 
familiarity with the county was 
elected a member of the board of county 
ecéomiissioners in 1886. He was chairinan of 
the committee on public’ works * and heid 
the office of commissioner until January, 
1893, when he was succeeded by the present 
commissioner, he himself not being a candi- 
date for re-election. 

In 1885 Dr. Wilson was thrown from his 
buggy and received the severe wound which 
terminated in the limp which now character- 
izes his gait. He was compelled on this ac- 
count to give up the active practice of med- 
icine. 

He soon entered the drug business on the 
corner of Marietta and Broard street and 
remained there until he sold out to his suc- 
cessor, Mr. C. O. Tyner. He then entered 
the real estate market and has since been 
engaged in that employment. For a while 
he was in partnership with Mr. Frank Rice, 
but is now by himself. 

Dr. Wilson was married in 1860 to Miss 
Mary Monk, a charming lady of Selma, Ala., 
who has made him an excellent helpmeet 
and who has demonstrated the wisdom of his 
selection. He has an interesting family 
of three children, one daughter who mar- 
ried Mr. F, F. Lyden, of Baltimore, Md., 
and two sons, though ail of his children are 
now grown. He is a consistent member of the 
First Methodist church, with which organi- 
zation he has been connected as a member 
for nearly thirty-three years. He has made 
an upright and honorable citizen and as such 
his example is worth much to this commu- 
nity. He attributes his success in life to a 
close attention to business and a careful 
vine ee of his work, which has been 
so reguiated as to yield him a handsome 
income each year. He manages all the 
details himself and is a man of infinite re-

Weekly Bank Statement. 

WEW YORK, April: é—[Special,)—The New York 
Financier says: The statement of the associated banks 
of New York for the week ending April 8th came in 
the nature ofa surprise to the financial public, who con- 
fidently looked for a favorable statement, but the result 
only goes to show how useless itis to attemt to forecast 
what the statement will contain. The figures pre- 
sented aro probably the most discouraging that have 
appeared on the statement forsome weeks. Those who 
keep daily track of the movement of money were cer- 
tain that an increase in the reserve as well as in de- 
posits would be shown, and the very opposite occurred. 
The loss in cash amounted to $1,608,000, of which 
$1,531,600 was in legal tenders and §76,400 in specie, and 
the reserve is down $1,460,125 lower than it wasa week 
ago. Loans were expanded $680,300, and yet the dé- 
posits, instead of showing # corresponding increase, 
show a decrease of $631,506. The reserve held over 
legal requirements now amounts to $9,210,450 There 
was $1,500,000 gold shipped out of the country last Tues- 
day and $600,000 shipped on Saturday. The decrease,in 
legal tenders was due to the fact that the banks ex- 
changed their currency for export gold at the subtreas- 
ury. An examination of the detailed statement, which 
appears weekly in The Financier, shows that of the 64 
banks which compose the clearinghouse association 15 
of them have net deposits exceeding $10,000,000. The 
National Park bank leads the list with deposits of 
$28,147,800.

TOO SMALL FOR THE CONGREGATION. 


“Whe Eldersand Deacons Recently Elected 
Will Be Installed This Morning. 
An Interesting Ceremony. 


' The members of the First Presbyterian 
thurch have now under consideration a 
plan for enlarging their church building 
which will make it, when completed, one 
of the handsomest sanctuaries in the city. 

When the church was dedicated, about 
eighteen years ago, during the pastorate 
of the Rev. J. H. Martin, it was then 
regarded as the finest structure in the city 
for religious worship. ‘The interior of the 
church was for months an object of curious 
interest to the public. Up to that time 
wo church had ventured so far as to adopt 
the inclined floor, which was then associat- 
ed exclusively with the opera. 

Many of the “old-timers” were strongly 
ef the opinion that changes were taking 
place too fast, and while they continued 
to worship in the new sanctuary, they felt 
that so much finery appealed rather to the 
pride of the vain than to the piety of the 
devout. 

But times change, and even church mem- 
‘bers give up their old opinions. Several 
mew churches have since been erected and 
each of them has brought to the city the 
datest improvements in the way of ecclesi- 
astical architecture. The'cost of the First 
Presbyterian church was something in the 
neighborhood of $30,000. The churches 
which have been erected since have all been 
more expensive and many of them have 

n much larger in their dimensions. 

It was thought when this church was 
completed in 1877 that it was sufficiently 
large to accommodate the congregation for 
@t least twenty-five years. The growth 
of Atlanta, however, was not foreseen, and 
now after the expiration of only a few 
years it is an absolute necessity to in- 
crease the size of the church. 

The seating capacity of the church is 
Bcarcely more than 600, while the member- 
ship is greatly in excess of those figures. 
The attendance each Sabbath is such that 
many of the pewholders are crowded out of 
their seats by the strangers who come to 
the church. 

There is a need for at least 300 additional 
seats and in order to obtain this extra room, 
several ideas have been suggested. 

The church occupies thé center of a large 
lot on Marietta street, and there is ample 
room for extension in the front, rear and 
sides. The congregation intends to spare 
no cost to enlarge the church in such a way 
as to make it suitable for the needs of the 
congregation for at least fifty years, and to 
ecere it in such a way as to make it the 

ndsomest church building in the city. 

The congregation is one of very great 
wealth and is, perhaps, the wealthiest in 
the city. | 

Tomorrow night when the session of the 
‘church meets, the plans for enlarging the 
church will be more thoroughly discussed. 
It is safe to say that the work of making 
the improvements will begin in a few days.

The kyrie of Cherubini’s mass, with its 
marchlike majestic style im the tempo of a 
minuet, shows plainly the purpose for which 
the mass was written. e short prelude 
gives a cue to the character of the whole 
piece. It is simple, devotional, prayerful, with 
out any affect at display. The introduction 
leads into a kyrie which is most beautiful and 
prayer-iike. The Christe is the climax to this 
number, and the meaning of the author, with 
the wild and weird accompaniment, is difficult 
of interpretation. The finale of the kyrie, 
like the first, is in a hopeful spirit—a prayer 
of confidence and expectation. 

The Gloria is a telling plece of work, and 
ih many parts sound slike grand opera. It 
is a fitting gloria for an Easter service. This 
is divided into eee be ae a a poate 
by Beethoven. The first part, grand a en- 
thuslantic, leads up to the‘‘Qui toelis.” This 
is one of the striking features of the mass. 
Cherubini found it quite impossble to express 
so much n a single solo. He is an exception 
to all other composers in this regard. It opens 
with an excit impetuous passage, a few 
short, trumpet-like tones, and the entire choir 
suddenly join with terrific force. It appears 
as if sinful mankind beheld and felt the ap- 
proach of the last judgment. This part seems 
to be a theory of chromatics. erything 
moves in chromatics and diminished chords. 
The word “peccata” is given with a force 
and in a stoccato marner, which seems to 
indicate anguish or persistence. The ‘“mis- 
erere”’ is quite a relief after so much disson- 
ance; it is the most complete and perfect ef- 
fect effect of a musical prayer; it is like a 
peaceful calm after a raging storm. The last 
part of the Gloria, like the first,, aims at 
grar deur and enthusiasm. It seems none too 
chuicbly in its tone, but it is very difficult 
with the text, to draw a line of distinction. 

The eredo is a confession of faith and the 
manner in which Cherubini dos this is very 
naive. The first part is sung entirely by male 
yoitees ensemble, and in a bravouro style, 
which sounds almvst patriotic or heroic. It 
devotes a faith firm and strong; a faith which 
has nether doubts nor scruples. It is like a 
chorus of priests in the ancient Egyptian 
temples. The organ has a single melody- 
obligato, in marked rythm, which sustains 
the bravouro effect and gives the whole a 
grandeur which is irresistible. The et incar- 
patus and crucifix as have reference to the In- 
carration and passion of the Savior, and the 
beauty ad simplicity make these passages 
among the finest of the mass. All the re- 
sources of the choir and instruments seem to 


have been disposed separately, and combined 


for the most effective lights and shadows 
ir this piece of tone painting. The musical 
designs are most. simple and almost childlike;

HE WAS A. TRUE PHILANTHROPIST 


Emory. Wesleyan and Lucy Cobb All Felt 
His Generosity—He Loaned Two Pic- 
tures to the Piedmont Exposition. ° 


George I. Seney, the Brooklyn philan- 
thropist, who died Friday night in that 
city, is well known in Georgia, and made 
his generosity felt. 

Mr. Seney’s first visit to Georgia was not 
the signal for an acquaintance with ,him 
and his good deeds, for he,had airgady en- 
dowed three of the educational institutions 
of the state with large and generous sums. 
To Emory he has given $135,000; to the 
Wesleyan Female coilege, the same amount 
and to Lucy Cobb, at Athens, the sum of 
$10,000. 

It is said that at the time Mr. Seney 
made these munificent and appreciated 
gifts, a friend of his approached him and 
suggested that he might as easily give that 
amount to some northern college. The re- 
ply of Mr, Seney was a chaca:teristic 
one: 

“I could, yes, but are they not my people, 
too, at the south?’’ 

Mr. Seney’s gift to Emory was made 
while D. Hillyer was president, some 
eleven years ago. The oceasion of Mr, 
Seney’s visit to the south was to _ look 
after his interests in the Kast Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad, In which 
road he hag large interest. He went to 
Oxford, while here, and was given a royal 
reception. In Macon, there is a day set 
aside which is called Seney’s day, and is 
the occasion of his birthday. This is ob- 
served every year, with great. regularity, 
by the students of Wesleyan. 

“He made his gift,’”’ said Dr. Hopkins, 
speaking of Mr. Seney, “in a spirit of gen- 
erosity and patriotism, As to his person- 
ality he wag very impressive, and in bear- 
ing he was portly and dignified. He was cf 
a gentle quiet demeanor, and was a geutle- 
man of fine tastes in all the higher branches 
of art. He was, in a quiet, genial way,. 
a most jovial gentleman, and made the 
best of company. He was very decided in 
his opinions, but he was not overbearing 
in the least, and withal he was very socia- 
ble, especially for a man who read as much 
as he did and took such an interest in the 
deeper, and more studious sile of life. 

‘There is at Wesleyan a main building 
which bears the name of Seney hall, and 
it could not have been more appropriately 
called. Mr. Seney was most assuredly a 
promotor and benefactor of the _ higher 
education in Georgia, particularly, of 
course, in the instances named.” 

‘These generosities were but a small por- 
tion of the numerous gifts of the Brooklyn 

hilanthropist. ‘lo the Methodist general 
Soapital ot Brooklyn, he gave the royal sum 
of $410,000; to the Long Island Historical 
Society, he presented $100,000; and about 

a hundred thousand to various other ¢b- 
jects in Brooklyn. 

He also owned the finest gallery of pic- 
tures in the United States, and was a con- 
noisseur in art. It will be distinctly re- 
membered by the art lovers who visited 
the Piedmont exposition, at the time frre 
ver Cievelund went out, that there was a 
couple of exceedingly fine pictures on_ exhi- 
bition that had been loaned by Mr. Seney, 
One of the pictures was ihe “Return from 
the Wedding,” and was a masterpl :ce. 

The death of Mr. Seney wiil be regreted 
in his native city, but not apy more so. than

Washington, April 8.—President Cleveland 
and Secretary Gresham left Washington this 
evening in a special car attached to the 


road for Wilmington, Del., to visit Hon. 
T. EF. Bayard, ambassador to Great Bri- 
tain. Their departure from the Pennsy 
vania station here was devoid of incident. 
Secretary Gresham joined the president at 
the white house at half-past 3 o’clock and 
they were driven to the station in the white 
house coupe. | 

Not a word concerning the reasons for Mr. 
Cleveland’s departure was to be obtained 
at the white house. Private secretary Thur: 
ber knew that Mr. Cleveland would leave 
the city, but in order to save answering 
questions from newspaper men, he avoided 
learning the'particulars of the trip. Despite 
the secrecy with which the contemplated 
journey was surrounded, it leaked out early 
in the day that the president was going 
away and the general supposition then was 
that he would go to New Yotk. When it 
became known through a dispatch from 
Wilmington that he was to visit Mr. Bayard 
there, it was supposed that he might mereiy 
spend a few hours in Wilmington and then 
proceed to Exmore, Va., where he spent 
some time last fall in duck shooting as a 
guest of the Broadwater Club. He prom- 
ised the members of the club last fall to 
return to Exmore in April. 

Among other things to be considered is 
the case of Mr. Bascom Myrick, of Ameri- 
eus, who has been strongly endorsed for 
consul general to Berlin. It has been rep- 
resented to Mr. Cleveland that Mr. My- 
rick resored to personal abuse of himin the 
nomination, and that he went so far as to ac- 
cuse him'of treating his wife brutally. Of 
course there is no truth in these represen- 
tations, and this fact has been stated to 
Mr. Gresham who will talk over the mat- 
ter with the president tomorrow. Mr. My- 
rick has been notified of the charges that 
have been niade against him and he will be 
here Monday with the files of his paper to 
disprove them. The only thing which holds 
the nomination of Mr. Myrick back now is 
the fact that the president desires to know 
whether these charges are true. If they 
are not, he will appoint Mr. Myrick. 

It is given out at the state department 
that three or four other consular appoint 
ments will be given to Georgia. It is known 
that John Temple Graves will get one, but 
just exactly upon whom the others will 
land is not known. 

Amos Gets There. 

Another Georgian got a good place today. 
Editor Amos Fitts, of Carrollton, is the 
lucky one this time. Through the influ- 
ence of Mr. Moses, he was given a $2,000, 
place in the interior department by Secre- 
tary Smith. Mir. Fitts is expeced to come 
to Washington at once. 

Before the senate adjourns next week, 
the president will send in a nomination for 
postmaster at Columbus.

When the nomination was called up in 
executive session of the senate this morn- 
ing, the cliarges against Isadore were read 
in full. When the clerk reached the word

firmed. 

“I shall vote for his confirmation, Mr. 
President,” said Senator Wolcott, “and I 
hope all other senators who are opposed to 
interfering with the sacred rights of cit- 
izens to indulge in the great American game 
wil do the same.”’

By the Indian Agent in His OMclal 
Report 
OF THE TROUBLE AT ANTLERS: 


He Says the Governor Did Wrong 
in Interfering, 


THAT THE MILITIA WERE DRUNK, 


And Fired Upon Women and Children. 
Federal Troops Will Be Ordered to 
; Maintain the Peace. 


Washington, April 8.—Secretary Smith 
has received a @etailed report from Agent 
Bennett, of the union agency, on the pres- 
ent troubles between the factions of the 
Choctaw nation. ° After repeated con- 
ferences and such investigation as he Was 
able to make, the agent says he is thor- 
oughly convinced that the militia acting un- 
der Governor Jones’s orders were the ag- 
gressors, and that the other paty, com- 
monly called the Locke party, were the 
aggrieved. Locke, after listening to -the 
agent’s advice, proposed to surrender at 
once their arms if he could promise to 
protect them from the militia. This of- 
fer Agent Bennett could not, of course, 
accept. The Locke party declared that 
they were peaceable, law-abiding Indians, 
charged with no offense, and that they 
were ready to surrender to any proper 
officer of the nation clothed with authority; 
that they had been unwillingly driven to 
band themselves together as a means _of 
protection against murder by the militia, 
which they declared was led by their most 
bitter and deadly personal and political ene- 
mies; that the militig had murderously as- 
saulted them and their wives and children 
in their homes, wrecked and ruined their 
property, attempted their lives, driven their 
wives, mothers and children from their 
homes and otherwise grievously and want- 
only wronged them. They also said. that 
at was not their intention to attack the 
militia, but simply to defend themselves 
against further assaults and outrages. 

Agent Bennett afterward talked with the 
captains of the militia, who questioned his 
authority to nquire nto the disturbances. 
Governor Jones also questoned the agent’s 
right to be present or inquire into the mat- 
ter, which, he said, was an affair concern- 
ing the oct , people only, and that the 
United States had no right to inerfere. 

After an elaborate review of the whole sit- 
uation, Agent Bennett concluded that the 
ealling out of the militia by Governor 
Jones to arrest Willis Jones, was unneces- 
sary and unlawful and that the conflict 
precipitated by them was the act of a 
drunken, irresponsible mob, banded together 
as militia, for the purpose of murdering 
men, women and children, thereby removing 
their political opponents and intimidating 
others in order to perpetuate the power of 
the officers at prenest in authority; that 
many of aggressors were £0 
intoxicated as to be unable 
to sit upon their horses; that 
they shot promiscuously ino public and 
private buildings, occupied in some cases by 
women and children, and that, in short. 
the acts of the militia were more like those 
of wild beasts than human beings. Agent 
Bennett also believes that the Choctaw gov- 
ernment will never bring these would-be 
murderers to a trial, but will uphold them 
in their unlawful acts and that it would 
be assisting in a so-called judicial murder 
to permit the militia to make arrests (in 
the Choctaw nation. In view of these 
facts, he strongly urges that the nation be . 
placed under martial law. 

Secretary Smith, | under the. au- 
thority of the treaty of 1865, which pro- 
vides that: “The United States shall pro- 
tect the Choctaws and Chicasaws from do- 
mestic strife,’’ requested the secretary of 
war to send a detachment of troops to the 
scene of the threatened trouble to maintain 
the peace and protect life and property.

Visit of Bheehan and Murphy tothe White 
House. 

Washington, April 8.—Thgt President 
Cleveland is willing to treat with Tammany 
is the inference drawn from a visit paid to 
the white house this morning by Lieutenant 
Jovernor Sheehan. The mere fact of Mr. 
Sheenan’s call is not the basis for this as- 
sumption, which became a belief to those 
who saw Mr. Sheehan enter the president's 
room, but has a firm foundation in the 
knowledge that Mr. Cleveland agreed to 
receive the representatives of Tammany 
hall next week in order that they might 
talk over politics in New York. 

Mr. Sheehan came early and with him 
was Senator Murphy. Unlike his col- 
league, Senator Hill, Mr. Murphy has been 
to the white house more than once since 
the 4h of March, and his visit did not have 
a greater significance than that he accom- 
panied Mr. Sheehan with a good many 
other visitors. 

The conversation between Messrs. Mur- 
phy and Sheehan, and Mr. Cleveland was 
brief. It began with the usual handshak- 
ing and common-place expressions and end- 
ed in an agreement that Mr. Sheehan 
should come back later. The conversa- 
tion was neither animated nor particularly 
interesting aside from the fact that Tam- 
many was represented one side and the 
administration on the other. Mr. Sheehan 
made no concealment of his desire to talk 
over federal patronage in New York and 
the president was equally frank in agreeing 
that he had the right to do so. 

Mr. Cleveland agreed with Mr. Shee- 
han that the present time was not pro- 
pitious for discussing this matter and he 
would probably have asked them to come 
back tonight, had he not made arrange- 
ments to go over to New York this after- 
noofi to spend Sunday. It was suggested 
and was readily accepted that Mr. Sheehan 
should come to see Mr. Cleveland again 
some day next week, and then the inter- 
view ended. It lasted about ten minutes. 
Senator Muhphy and Mr. Sheehan had no 
concealment of the result of their visit. 
They said that Mr. Sheehan would see 
the president next week and talk over the 
situation with him. The day set for the 
interview is Friday. Mr. Sheehan had 
with him a black bag full of papers which 
he has prepared to present to the presi-

Which Brought Liberty to a Manacied Pris- 
oner in Tennessec. 

Knoxville, Tenn., April 8.—(Special.)—Will 
Martin, a prisoner charged with wife-beating, 
meade his escape last night from Constable 
Joe Moore and his deputy, who had him in 
custody, in a most remarkable manner. 

Martin was being brought from Rankins to 
Newport on the Point Rock accommodation. 
Martin was seated in the coach near an open 
window. His hands were pinioned securely 
behind his back.

Berlin, April 8.—The Easter recess of the 
reichstag ends on Thursday next. Among 
the earliest questions to be agitated when 
the house resumes its sitting is one as to 
the latitude members like Ahlwardt can be 
allowed without a breach of privileges en* 
joyed by the members of the reichstag. 
The almost unanimous feeling of the house 
is against wasting any time on Ablwardt 
by permitting him to feed his love of notori- 
ety by paying any further attention to his 
psuedo revelations. Yet many members 
who desire to foster parliamentary rights 
are reluctant to deal with Ahlwardt, as 
to establish a precedent which might operate 
against a worthier cause. If a way can 
be found to silence him without encroach- 
ing upon the full freedom of debate, all 
sides will feel relieved. 

The date of the second reading of the 
army bill depends upon the appearance of 
the report of the committee, which is now 
being prepared by Herr Groeber. It is 
expected that the report will be presented 
at the end of the current month and that 
the vote of the reichstag upon the measure 
will be taken about the middle of May. The 
tentatives, at a compromise, in the mean- 
time give indication of a result. 

The party leaders cautiously watch each 
other, while sounding the public mind. 
Members who have been in contact with 
their constituents during the recess bave 
not learned of anything inspiring them to 
new action. 

he national liberals alone seem to be 
gravitating towards a compromise on Jarge 
concessions.

Prussia. He advocates the granting of 
government concessions to the opposition in 
both the reichstag and Jandtag, and aims 
at getting further control of the ministry if 
Chancellor von Caprivi goes out of office.

Prince Bismarck next old he students 
how, when Count Herbert Bismarck was a 
student at Bonn, he had deen su idenly call- 
ed to take him home, as he was ill. The 
prince found that Herbert’s il'ucss was due 
to a wound he had received in a drel. In 
order to evade the law. Herbert had hur- 
riedly left the spot where the duel bad 
been fought, with his wound unbandaged. 
He had washed the wound with fon! w< ter. 
Prinee Bismarck did not moralize on 
dueling, he only advised the students that 
it would be better to be caught than to 
endanger their health.

The depression in the cotton market is 
attributed largely to the impression that 
the acreage has been increased this spring. 
Middling is now 2 cents lower than it was 
a few months ago. YI 

To the south this means a large sum 
in the aggregate. The idea that the acre- 
age is smaller this spring than last is due 
in & great measure to the increased sale of 
commercial fertilizers. Colonel John O. 
Waddell, president of the State Agricultur- 
al Society, says that this is a mistake. 

“I have made a thorough investigation 
of the acreage in Georgia and can say 
pasitively that it ig not larger than it was 
last year,” he remarked yesterday. “My 
inquiries have extended all over Georgia 
and in no section do the facts warrant the 
report that there is a general increase in 
acreage. This investigation has been 
made carefully. It extended from Thom- 
asville and Albany to Macon; from Savan- 
nal to Macon; from Augusta to_Atlanta; 
from here to the western side of ¢he ¢tate 
aud all through the upper counties. In 
fact, the entire state is embraced in the 
inquiries. HKyerywhere the impression is 
attributed to the larger demand for fertil- 
izers. No one has explained the increased 
consumption of commercial fertilizers prop- 
erly this spring. 

“We all know that cotton seed was high- 
mer this season than ever before and the 
farmers sold out all they had. I know 
farmers who never sold a bushel of seed 
before who, this season, sold all they had. 
To replace it they have had to buy com- 
mercial fertilizers. To supply the seed 
required an immense amount of commel; 
cial phosphates. Factories have been rpn- 
ning night and day and it_ was the natural 
impression that more coston was being 
planted. But it is a mistake to suppose 
sO. Another thing is that the farmers 
are planting more corp this spring and 
are fertilizing it. The consumption for 
‘corn is larger than “heretofore by thou- 
sands of tons.* ‘The planters swapped 
seed for fertilizers, thinking they would 
make money and they probably did. The 
Constitution will be doing the south a 
service by explaining that the impression 
is incorrect. The buyers helped prices 
last fall and the farmers were benefited. 
The buyers still have plenty of the cotton. 
They cannot get_oug on it at present prices 
and so long as the market is depressed 
the farmers feel it, for they cannot get as 
much advanced to make their crops. It4s 
my opinion that the reports seeured through 
the bureaus of the state and the national 
government have been based largely on 
the increases, sale of fertilizers. the ab- 
sence of the cotton seed not being taken 
into consideration. Certainly, so far as

It is a pretty solid document, 
however, and has a great many stanch 
supporters, so that, in spite of the ef- 
forts to whittle it down and cut away 
the blossoms of promise, it is to be 
hoped that the material parts of it will 
be left intact. 

Mr. Halstead, it will be remembered, 
Says that the financial plank is a delu- 
sion and a snare because the conven- 
tion deliberately refused to insert the 
word “free” in the clause relating to 
gold and silver. The truth ts, the 
clause would mean no more with the 
word “free” in place, and it means no 
less without it. We believe there are 
those who think they see a good deal 
of difference between “free coinage’ 
and “unlimited coinage.” They are 
welcome to their thoughts and all they 
can make out of them. It is on just 
such thoughts that the average gold- 
bug mind is in the habit of roosting. 
If free coinage isn’t unlimited coinage, 
and unlimited coinage free coinage, 
words have lost their meaning. 

But were it otherwise the platform 
declares for the unlimited coinage of 
both gold and silver without discrim!- 
nation at the mints against either met- 
al. This covers the whole ground of 
contention, for if there is to be no dis- 
crimination, either gold must be de- 
monetized, as silver now is, or silver 
must be remonetized and accorded free 
coinage, as gold now is. 

We say of the tariff plank as we have 
said of the financial plank, that the in- 
terpretation placed\on it by the people 
who endorse the platferm will have to 
stand, and the views of the people will 
have to be carried ont. This may not 
be satisfactory to the doctrinaires, but 
the government is not run by the doc- 
trinaires nor for them. The interpre- 
tations of the people are in the direc- 
tion of their desires, and to them the 


‘government belongs with all that ap- 


pertains to it. 

The doctrinaires may not enjoy the 
prospect of the free coinage of silver. 
They may have a thousand theories to 
show that it is unscientific and not in 
the line of progress. But the people 
desire it and sooner or later they will 
have their way. The doctrinaires may 
not see their way clearly to establishing 
a tariff for revenue only, which is the 
British system; but the democratic plat- 
form declares for it, the people have 
enthusiastically voted for it, and they 
will be content with nothing less. 

It is in vain that the doctrinaires, who 
were violent free traders a few months 


.ago, declare that the reduction of the 


tariff to the revenue point will deluge 
the country with importations enough 
to convey allour gold to Europe. The 
people believe that the gold will be ex- 
ported for a good purpose when it 
brings us a cheap and an abundant sup- 
ply of the necessaries of life. 

Taking a large view of the situation, 
it is amusing to see small minds busily 
engaged at this late day in an effort to 
twist the democratic platform and to 
hitch to its plain language meanings 
that the people never dreamed. The 
people are bolder than the : platform 
and the platform boldly declares that 


tariff taxes shall be levied for purposes 


of revenue only; that tariff duties levied 


in the smallest degree for protective pur- 


poses are unconstitutional. If this ts 


‘fn the nature of medicine the doctri- 


naires will have to take it.

It seems that when a person wants

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‘ How far the corruption extends 
not known, but the indications are that 
the grand jury will obtain testimony 
proving that the public schools of San 
Francisco have for years been con- 
trolled by dishonest officials whose 
only inquiry before appointing teachers 
has been: “How much will you pay 
for the place?” 

It is to be hoped that the exposure of 
the practices in San Francisco will have 
the effect of purifying public school 
methods in other cities where similar 
abuses exist. 


A Just Tax. 


money in a home, and perhaps in a 
store or a manufacturing plant, cannot 
escape the assessor and the tax collec- 
tor. His property is visible, and con- 
cealment and dodging are impossible. 

Such a man frequently labors under 
the disadvantage of deriving only a 
very small income from his property, 
and his taxes become quite a burden. 
His next door neighbor is a man rich 
enough to buy him twice over and not 
feel it, and yet his taxes are no more 
than those paid by the small farmer, 
trader or manufacturer whose situation 
we have described. The rich citizen 
gets off with light taxes because most 
of his wealth is in non-taxable bonds 
and securities easily held back from the 
tax officials. His income is far greater 
than that of the owner of visible prop- 
erty, and his burdens are less. 

This is all wrong. Our system of 
taxation should reach the citizens with 
the big incomes. Fair-minded’ states- 
men, from Jefferson down, have advo- 
cated a graded income tax as a fair and 
a just tax. We need it in this country, 
where the masses through the tariff, 
pensions and ordinary taxes have been 
drained of one-third of their cash every 
year. 

The new administration is pledged to 
a policy of tariff and financial reform, 
and by imposing a graded income tax 
it will find it all the more practicable 
to reduce the tariff to a revenue basis. 
When we cut down the receipts now 
derived from a protective tariff we 
must get the revenue ‘needed from 
some other source. Why not get it 
from an income tax, as is done in many 
other countries? It is just and right 
that the citizens with large incomes 
should pay their proportion of the ex- 
penses of the government. They are 
benefited by the machinery of govern- 
ment to a greater extent than the other 
class. The army, militia, courts and 
other expensive branches of the pub- 
lic service are mainly occupied in pro- 
tecting the rights and the property of 
people with large incomes, and the 
beneficiaries should pay their proportion- 
ate share of the expense, and not saddle 
it upon the masses. 

This is the view the people take of 
the matter, and it is unanswerable. A 
graded income tax {s a sound democrat- 
ic idea. 


Montagu and Maybrick. 

The release of Mrs. Montagu from the 
tnglish prison where she has been con- 
fined twelve months for the murder of 
her three-year-old daughter will cause 
comment, 

Mrs. Montagu has the good foftune 
to be the wife of a grandson of the 
duke of Manchester. Justice nodded 
in her case, and she escaped with a ver- 
dict of manslaughter and a year’s im- 
prisonment. 

There is now in an English prison an 
American woman, Mrs. Maybrick, who 
was convicted on eircumstantial evi- 
dence of poisoning her husband by ad- 
ministering arsenic. She never had a 
ghost of a chance. Her husband habit- 
ually took arsenic, but the fact that it 
was found in his stomach was construed 
as evidence of her guilt because she 
nursed him and gave him his medicine. 
The judge took sides against her and 
was so unfair that he was followed bya 
mob when he left the courtraom. He 
afterwards became insane and retired 
from the bench. 
made by influential people in this coun- 
try and in England to have Mrs. May- 
brick released, but without success. If 
she had married into a duke’s family it 
goes without saying that her prison 
doors would have been opened long. 
ago. 

The cases of Montagu and Maybrick 
show that in England they have two 
brands of justice—one for the aristocra- 
cy, and the other for the general public.

The Macon Telegraph makes a labor- 
ed effort to seriously construe a recent 
piece of pleasantry in our columns in 
regard to a much-talked about commer- 
cial failure. 

Our contemporary’s comments call 
for no reply, but they give emphasis to 
old Ben Franklin’s advice. “Never 
joke about money matters,” said this 
practical philosopher, and he was right. 
The fact that we sometimes run coun- 
ter to this wise saying goes for nothing. 

A joke about money matters, if it 
does not mislead, is calculated to worry 
the matter of fact man who is devoid 
of humor and imagination. The pro- 
test from The Macon Telegraph is a 
case in point. Hereafter we propose 
to infuse the proper degree of solem- 
nity into even the briefest paragraph 
that has any allusion to financial mat- 
ters.

The 
country people are old-fashioned. They 
are satistied with a simple mode of life, 
and they do not wait until they get rich 
before they go to housekeeping. Modern 
extravagance and the demands 9f society 
are responsible for the growing unwill- 
ingness of our young people to marry, 
and the same causes are the leading fac- 
tors of divorce. Even here, in the con- 
servative south, there are fewer mar- 
riages and more divorces than there 
were twenty years ago. 

Is there any remedy for this state of 
affairs? There is only one—when our 
young people think less of wealth - and 
show, and more of a happy home life on 
@ modest scale—when they yield~™more 
to their hearts than to their heads—then 
we may expect a reform, but not before. 
This is a serious problem and should be 
seriously considered by the molders of 
morals and sentiment.

Boston Advertiser: In Kansas the excite- 
ment has been kept at a high pitch for days.

Devil of southern abuse was quite a conspic- 
uous character in this country. 

' Until a few years ago it might be said that 
he was the prevailing fad and there was no 


lack of homage to him in the ranks of the | 


party which has been in virtual control of the 
government since the beginning of the war, 
for the democratic intermission of four years 
Was powerless to undo, though it served a 
healthy purpose as a check to the plunder of 


republican rapacity. ’ 

After floating for so long on the topmost 
wave of republican fashion, and having served 
every purpose for which the Red Devil had 
been summoned, it is but natural that his 
exit should have been labored and that the 
transformation is not yet in a state of com- 
pletion, though nearly 80. 

The rancor of such hostility to the south as 
is occasionally manifested by malcontents who 
thrive only on strife, is tolerated for no other 
reason than because it was once fashionable. 
Ie is like the crinoline craze, with which the 
world was once mad, and society tolerates to- 
day the talk of its return simply because it 
ie an old subject, as full of interests as it 
is empty of substance. 

The pathos of humor is excellently illus- 
trated in the anfics of the professional few 
who are now engaged in the lamentable work 
of arraying section against section. ‘This, 
long since, became a matter of only profes- 
sional interest, but even the professionals have 
recognized the impotence of the undertaking, 
and their ranks have so steadily deciminated 
that the stir-stick of their cauldron has been 
left in the hands of a select assemblage of 
croakers, with an occasional witch or two for 
variety. 

In conversation a few days ago with a well- 
known lecturer whose ability is known alike ab 
the north as at the south, [asked himif there 
was any difference in the manner in which 
his —— were received in the porth and 
south. 

“Generally speaking, no,” said he, “but IL 
have been amazed at the difference shown 
in the enthusiasm evoked by the mention of 
Lincoln's name. Southern andiences invaria- 
bly greet mry remarks about. him with more 
applause than northern, and I have never 
seen a southern audience fail to respond to a 
tribute to his greatness.” 

This tallies with my observation that south- 
ern loyalty is as marked, southern devotion to 
the union as earnest and southern faith in 
the glorious destiny of our counffy as implicit 
as was ever the patriotic inspiration of any 
other section of the country. 

It is an easy matter for the pot-boilers to 
make a general charge of atrocity against the 
south, but it is just as‘easy to make a sweep- 
ing denial, and, without going into details, it 
is impossble to make out a case, and the pub- 
lic must look upon the revilers as nothing 
more than common scolds. 

“But they throw eggs in the south,” it Is 
charged, with the vindictive satisfaction of a 
martyrdom of this kind. 

How silly! Admitting for the sake of ar- 
gument that somebody, with no more sense, 
did throw an egg at somebody else, in the 
south, has not the same thing been done in 
the north and in the west a thousand times, 
and is the north or the west any the worse for 
it? If an idiot in Rochester assails in this 
manner a visiting orator with whom he dis- 
agrees, am I to think any less of the people of 
Rochester, particularly after they manifest 
indignant protest at such inhospitality? Be- 
cause Booth and Guiteau were assassins of two 
of our presidents, are foreigners to hold all the 
people of the republic accountable and con- 
demn us as a nation of assassins and cut- 
throats? 

That poor little Macon egg! It hag taken 
its place in history and now rests in blessed 
eternity as the twin companion of the only 
other egg that has achieved wider fame—the 
egz of Columbus. Lét it rest in peace. 

It is a misfortune of the sonth that it has 
had to bear the brunt of attack in the forma- 
tion of most new parties. It has withstood 
for years the assaults of most of the ‘‘isms” 
which have come to the surface in the country. 

Slavery, secession and democracy have been 
the three unpardonable sins which have arous- 
ed the savage animosity of the Red Devil of 
hate, and we, our children and our children’s 
children are to be blasted forever by the her- 
itage which our fathers bought from Massa- 
chusetts slave traders and gave up at Appo- 
mattox. 


The south was a south of slavery—yes; but 


the north was once the north of slavery. And 
when, one after another, beginning with Ver- 
mont and ending with New Jersey, the north- 
ern states prohibited..sligvery the result was 
not the freedom of the slaves, but their sale 
to the slave state of the south, where, from 
climatic reasons, the industry profited, while 


-#t had become a burden at the north. 


It was under democratic administration that 
slavery was prohibited in the great north- 
west territory, and under it that more slaves 
were manumitted, to 1860, than were brought 
to this country from Africa in the entire slave 
trade to that time. In this period, when it 
was said the south dominated the government, 
more slave states became free states than re- 
mained slave states. Madison, Jefferson and 
Patrick Henry, and a host of other southern 
leaders-——-not to speak of Washington-—protest- 
e@ against the recognition of the right to hold 
elaves, and not until the south found itself, 
by circumstances, a slave-holding section was 
the traffic condoned. The south was not re- 
sponsible for slavery, but for its perpetuation, 
and its sin in this respect is simply one of 
degree, for it continued the business but a lit- 
tle longer than the nofth, which sold out to 
it. If slavery was a crime, the north must 
share the burden, and if it entails blame on 
the south, the north must bear its part. 

“But the south seceded from the union,” 
the Red Devil has been saying for years. 
Suppose it did! There is a new generation 
on deck now which had nothing to do with that 
business, and while they have no apology 
to make for the record of the past, they ac- 
cept the result as a matter of history and, 
so far as they are concerned, the temper of 
their loyalty was hardened by the fire of war, 
when they were but children. The old genera- 
tion and the new, and those to come, are, and 
will be, better lovers of the union for war, 
because it settled some questions which are 
best out of the way. The conflict between 
the sections over these questions did not com- 
mence in 1860, it culminated then, and as 
true people the south accepted in good faith 
the result. 

As the north must assume its just part of 
the sin of slavery and not hold the south alone 
in guilt, if the guilt of sin is chargeable, so 
must the north remember that fifty years be- 
fore a southern state seceded; the whole of 
New England met in Hartford in convention 
to discuss the quagtion of coercing the union 
or leaving it. New England was the mother 
of the secession movement. Like the south’s 
offense of slavery being simply one degree 
greater than that of the north, so was the 
secession of the south just a step further 
than that of New England when it met at 
The right of peaceable 
withdrawal was then held, but not practiced, 
because it would have been unwise and im- 

tic. The south was not as conservative, 
ut if one was rebellion in fact, the other 
was in theory. New England protested 
against the war of 1812, which was injuring 
its commerce on land and sea, notwithstand- 
ing English aggression and its forcible 
search of American vessels and seizure and 
impression of American sailors for Wnglish 
service. New England’s pocket book was 
touched, just as the south’s was when it 
fought over slavery, and while New England 
did not secede, it came so near doing so that 
the Hartford convention blighted the politi- 
eal future of its leaders and condemned to 
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was infested with a plague like that of the 
of Egypt, and of the consequences 
growing out of that environment, the history 
would make a book. It is comparatively 80 
recent that the reading public are familiar 
with its. most startling features and 
know of the heroism and fortitude displayed 
by the sonth amid this, the most trying period 
of its existence, the war not excepted. The 
bravery of southern soldiers during the war 
was not to be compared with the beroiam of 
southern veterans in the days of reconstruc- 
tion, for while one was inspired by the 
glamor of war and the the other disheartened 
by the dreadful reality of poverty and defeat, 
yet in the latter triumph followed the defeat 
which was the part of the former. 

Since the trials of the crusaders in their 
efforts to rescue the holy sepulcher, no hard- 
ships have exceeded those of the people of 
the south in the few years following the war. 
But this also belongs to history and this 1s 
not the place to discuss it, further than to 
Say that the crystallization of the southern 
States into a solid democratic phalanx followed 
the conditions existing as naturally as daylight 
follews darkness. 

And now what does the union owe to the 
south, to secession, to slavery? 

Restoration from a partisan bondage worse 
than that of slavery, in that it robbed under 
the guise of honesty, and mocked the people 
into a rebellion which has restored the gov- 
ernment to their keeping. 

Slavery brought on secession, secession war, 
war reconstruction, reconstruction south- 
ern democratic solidity, and the  Iat- 
ter made possible a democratic pres 
ident, senate and house of _repre- 
Sentatives. As bad as slavery was, it was 
destined to work out its problem and forever 
seal the bond of national fraternity. 

The south would not have slavery restored 
if it could, nor would it now admit the right 
of a single state to mar the eternal harmony 
of the union by seceding. To discover these 
things cost the south a dear experience, but 
it was for the best. The south found that 
the stories afloat about yankees not knowing 
how to shoot were hoaxes and that climate 
had nothing to do with courage—the north 
ascertained that slavery in the south had 
kept latent a power of industrial development 
which demonstrated itself with remarkable 
results as soon as the people were thrown on 
their own resources. It was soon seen that 
the south was ineffably better off without 
slaves than with them. 

Since the war the south has been derelict in 
no public duty, and as to the wholesale 
charges of election corruption and intimida- 
tion of the negroes there is no more founda- 
tion for malevolence than for Georgia to 
asperse the entire north as a section of trait- 
ors and renegades, because election frauds 
are frequently exposed In those states. 

For every fraud in South Carolina there is 
an offset in New Jersey or Ohio, for every 
charge of suppression of the will of the people 
in the south, there is a cold and solemn 
Connecticut concomitant—worse- than the 
record of the whole south shows, that of a 
republican governor who was not even voted 
for usurping the functions of the chief @nag- 
istracy of the state of Connecticut in the 
face of a democratic plurality. Let the Red 
Devil match that in the south, if he can! Ur 
let him, in reviling the south, find, in run- 
ning the gamut of his bitterness, any more se- 
rious charge of corruption in elections than 
that with which the maazines of the country 
have been teeming, of late, in their treatment 
and exposure of frauds at the ballot box in 
Connecticut, Rhode Island and other New 
England states. It has been openly charged 
by northern men who have studied the situa- 
tion carefully that the purchase of votes is 
conducted with more flagrant openness in 
Connecticut than in any other state in the 
union, and that a larger per cent of the vot- 
ing population of that state regularly barter 
their votes than in any other state in the 
union. These charges have been ventilated 
and condemned very recently in the magazines 
and have evoked the criticism of the press 
of the whole country. Far be it from my 
purpose to make such a serious reflection, 
and I mention the matter not as emanating 
from the south, but as offsetting the Droad 
charge of southern venality in elections, by 
a counter charge against northern states, pub- 
lished in northern magazines, criticized by 
northern papers and condemned by the better 
sentiment of all states 

But at both north and south the bad Is the 
exception, and the sovereignty of the people 
is supreme. Of course a fraud may be de- 
tected in Tennessee today, just as it may be 
discovered in Pennsylvania tomorrow. But 
does this knowledge demonstrate that the 
whole election system of Tennessee is rotten, 
any more than it reasons likewise for Pennsyl- 
vyania? I have been ‘in and about’ a good 
many elections in the south and I have never 
seen a negro intimidated nor a fraud prac- 
ticed on one at the ballot box. No doubt 
there are, as in the north, instances of cor- 
ruption in the south, but to cite them as 
covering the whole case is to attack the in- 
distinguishable spots on the sun for dimming 
the luster of its light. 

The day of the Red Devil of southern hate 
fs over and his exit has been made. What 
we get now is only the trimmings and drippings 
of his former glory. From his retirement—en- 
forced—he is watching, like a hidden snake, 
for spots of election tnconsistencies In the 
south, to magnify, and with which to charge 
that they dim the sun of southern fairness. 

His labors will be in vain, because the 
people understand the animus of his work. 
The Red Devil is a thing of the past! 

What better assurance is there of the truth 
of this assertion tkan the fact that many 
of those who once really believed anything 
bad said against the south, are now-among 
the first to discredit the infamous harpings, 
and to diseountenance the unholy work of 
the sectional agitator? When we look back 
through the veil of prejudice naturally created 
by the war, it Is not surprising that condi- 
tions mitigated the injustice of a great.amany 
of the harsh things sald against the south. 
Nor is it to be wondered at, that amid the 

eculiar surroundings of the situation many 
people believed the truth of every assault of 
those who, for political motives, were beset 
on damning the south. It is exceedingly sig- 
nificant, however, that from among those 
who then were believers, are now to be 
found some of the most vigorous opponents 
of the policy of sectional hate and the infamy 

ctional abuse. “s 
as aeaae and profes#ional enemy of the 
south is now an exception, and a yery rare 
exception. Thank God, this peculiar genera- 
Hon of vipers is so rapidly becoming extinct 
that theig days are numbered and their 
work of destruction is already over. 

They thrive now simply because of the ve 
riosity evoked by their peculiar brand of bit- 
terness, and in the course of a few years 
their harmless notes will be listened to with 
the gratifying satisfaction experienced by the 
juvenile American who Is brought face to 
face today with one of the few gg indy

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A SKETCH BY ONE OF HIS STUDENTS. 


How He Moved Among the Young Men of 
the Ufliversity—Their Respect—His 
Genial Helpfulness to Them. 


The recent death of General B. Kirby 
Smith, of the University of the South, was 


a blow to the students and facul 
ee, as they not only lost an excel- 
es but one of the most. respected 
red gentleman in the university. 
His Relation to the School, 


General Kirby Smith was one of the oldest 


- of the faculty, both in point of age and time 


of connection with the institution and, there- 


fore received the respect due to his seniority 


from every one in the school. There was no 
work about the institution that he could not 
accomplish if it were in the power of the 
students or faculty to perform it, and this 
was not the outcome of respect alone for 
his position, but through love that was uni- 

accorded him. If there was any- 
thing that the boys wanted to put through 
their first step was to get his approval, which 
was the same as his support, since anything

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that met his approval was sure to have his 
support. One of the student maxims was 
that with the general’s support the work 
was half done, for his influence was almost 
certain to cause the faculty to either ap- 
prove or allow whatever was permissable, 
as the case might be. A good deal of the 
credit for making Sewanee what it is today, 
one of the foremost universities in the 
south and well deserving the name that has 
been given it, “A School of Gentlemén,” 
is due to General Kirby Smith. Simply to 
be in contact with him was to learn one 
of the main lessons of life—how ‘to become 
a perfect gentleman, not in the conventional 
RenSe that the word is used, but in the 


sense that it had many years ago, when. 


chivalry was one of the chief character- 
lstics of the south, noted the world over— 
for the general was centainly the very 
flower of chivalry. 

His Relation|to the Students. 


No one who ever attended school at Se- 
Wanee can well think of the place without 
thinking of the general, for he was so 
closely connected with the students and took 
such great interest in all their undertakings, 
whether academic, athletic or social, that 
with the possible exception of the vice chan- 
cellor no one Was more saught after for ad- 
vice or assistance than General Kirby 
Sunith. 

When there was a military department to 
the school the general, though not actively 
connected with i, was one of its chief pat- 
rons and took great pride in all its achieve- 
ments. One of the greatest rewards a cadet 
desired was to be complimented by the 
general, either on soldierly bearings or good 
deportment.in the military department. It 
Was a common thing to see the general on 
the parade ground for several days out of 
the week at the beginning of a term, either 
paying compliments or giving kind directions 
to the members of the “Awkward Squad,” 
and exciting them all to. cmulation by the 
soldiery way in which he bore himself. 

The boys were very much loved by the 
general and you could not wound him more 
than by speaking slightingly of them in 
any way in his hearing. If you did so, you 
would quickly find that they always had a 
valiant champion in the general. A little 
incident which I will give will serve to show 
what kind of feeling the general had for 
the boys and they for him. It was one night 
in the summer and the hotels and boarding 
houses were crowded with summer guests. 
I was sitting on the veranda of the main 
hote] talking to some friends and the general 
was sitting next to me conversing with a Jady 
visitor, who was at Sewanee for the first 
time and inclined to be a little critical, as ail 
new-comers are.

There was always plenty of quiet humor 
observable in the general’s classroom, but 
it Was not advisable to engage in it unless 
he laughed first. “Otherwtse the laugh 
might be at your expense. Perhaps he 
would drop his glasses from his forehead, 
then, readjusting them, look at you for a 
few seconds and, inquire “What were you 
laughing about?’ He would do this in a 
comical affectation of gravity that was 
sure to throw the boys off into a whir® of 
merriment. 

His Personality. 


Up_to two years prior to his death, Gen- 
eral Kirby Smith was, to all appearances, 
enjoying perfect health. He was very 
fond of exercise, especially rfiing, hunting, 
taking long tramps after botany specimens 
or exploring some of the caves, of which 
there are so many around Sewanee. 

Riding was his favorite exercise and he 
sat on a horse with more ease and grace 
than any man of his age I have ever seen. 
He appeared a veritable cavalier when rid- 
ing on some of the mountain roads, attired 
in a closely buttoned suit of cadet grey. 
wearing the soft felt hat of the southerner, 
cavalry boots and spurs—the Kirby Smith 
of the sixties—yjth the exception of the 
gray hairs gad the absence of the saber. 

He was a very devout Christian and 
made a very imposing figure when he walk- 
ed Tuto the chapel, with his long Oxford 
gown trailing grandly behind him. He 
very seldom used either prayer or hymn 
hook when going through the service, as he 
almost knew them from beginning to end. 
He was a model that any boy might well 
endeavor to copy. 

He Will Be Greatly Missed. 


He was not only a respected, but a ro- 
mantic figure. The boys of the south 
looked upon him with royal reverence and 
saw in him the ideal of the “lost cause.” 
They used to love to name him in their 
speeches and every mention of his deeds 
and fame brought forth certain storms of 
applause. 

It will be a personal grief to many of his 
young friends all over+the southland that 
he is no more—but they will always treas- 
ure the sweet memory of his persona! 
friendship as teacher and mentor, and do 
honor to his name and glory whenever 
they may. 

He has gone over the river to rest un- 
der the shade of the trees with the splendid 
spirits of his compeers of the dead con- 
federacy.

A GREAT DAY FOR WHEELMEN, 


Riding of Zimmerman, Wheeler and 
Canary at Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)— 
Today was a great day with the wheelmen 
of Savanuab. About two thousand specta- 
tors gathered at the new bicycle park to 
witness the feats of Zimmerman, the 
world’s champion, and Wheeler, the cham- 
pion of New York state.

They leave 
in a day or two for New York and from 
there Zimmerman goes to Europe to defend

THE JUDGES ARE LEGISLATING NOW. 


Their Construction of the Law Has Revo- 


lutionised the Labor Situation—Man- 


agers Surprised atthe Change.

| ‘A remarkable revolution has taken place 
within the last three weeks in the status 
of labor organizations and railway man- 
agements. And what applies to railways 
fits all employers. 

The decisions of Judge Taft and the 
other western judge and that of Judge 
Emory Speer at Maeon yesterday, knock 
the under-pinning out from under the strik- 
ing feature of organized labor. If these 
decisions are sustained by the higher courts, 
the great power of the organizations is 
deadened. While such organizations as 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
seldom resorted to strikes, preferring abbi- 
tration and usually securing their ends 
through that policy, the strike was a men- 
ace which might be invoked at any moment. 

For years the labor organizations have 
gradually scored point after point on copor- 
ations. Managers preferred as a rule to 
surrender a point to fighting a strike. They 
were afraid of the organizations for their 
machinery was so perfect that in a stub- 
born contest both sides were sure to suffer 
heavily. Within the last year the managers 
of the railroads throughout the country have 
considered one grand fight in which all em- 
ployers would stand together on one hand 
and be opposed by all labor organizations 
on the other. The employes were gaining- 
more power every day and the managers 
considered that the time was coming when

rights of labor. The revolution has come 
so quickly and so unexpectedly that cor- 
porations are still wondering. The trend 
of the decisions is to carry-disputes between 
“prganized labor and employer into the courts 
for settlement. 

This is all new law, practically as much 
so as though it had been enacted by legis- 
lative bodies. 

“The idea that courts are merely judicial 
is a fallacy,” said an able lawyer last night. 

“They legislate. The recent decisions 
while construing the statutes really go be- 
yond that and announce new principles 
which are not represented by a line in the 
books. Judicial decisions are like a pendu- 
lum swinging from side to side. Of late 
years the courts have been constru- 
ing the laws in favor of the labor 
organizations on quéstions of rights. Now, 
the tendency appears to be in the opno- 
site direction. We can watch these 
changes in the principles laid down. In 
the case of receiverships there is an illus- 
tration which we can follow almost from 
the beginning. At first receivers’ certifi- 
cates were issued only in a very restricted 
gense. Gradually the purposes for which 
they were issued extended. From being 
devoted to the payment of actual necessary 
expenses, they were allowed to be given 
to hold property which was contingent on 
the performance of some contract or agree- 
ment suspended by the receivership. For 
instance, in the case of certain land grant 
railroads they had to be completed between 
certain points by some specified time or 
the charter would be forfeited. Certifi- 
cates from the receiver were issued to 
complete the line and retain the franchises.

Sale of Chattanooga Sonthern Postponed. 

The sale of the Chattanooga was post- 
poned yesterday by Judge Wewman under 
very peculiar circumstances, 

A petition was filed sometime ago by 
John Bryne and others, of New York, to 
have the sale of the Chattanooga Seuthermm 
postponed in order that the question ¢f the 
ownership of certain bonds might be enter- 


into, . 

The prayer of John Bryne and - others 
was denied by Judge Newman, and at the 
same time he filed an order postponing the 
sale of the road, but on  yery different 
grounds, although the ultimate endg of the 
petition were reached. 

Early this week Colonel Buck, United 
States marshal, was informed by a lawyer 
that he could not sell cesSVain property in 
Atlanta because the property was mndt in 
Fulton county, and that there was a law, 
just passed by congress, regulating such 
sales, and providing for such contingencies. 

It was this law that operated in-favor of 
a postponement. :

“You formerly admitted to us for that 
portion of the road south of Macon a higher 
tariff than to the other, and to the justice 
of that proposition, I say again, if the peo- 
ple south of Macon have a line of road 
rendering to them the facilities that are

Judge Fort—“From when are these reduc- 
tions?” 

The greater 
part of the reduction to which I am now 
referring was made about three years ago. 
The comparison, however, is for ten years. 

{ wish to impress upon yon this fact: 
When this company’s line in Georgia was 
constructed, the owners had before them 
a tariff of rates (if I remember correctly) 
established by your honorahle board. Based 
upon this tariff, with the prospect of busi- 
ness to be developed and controlled to its 
line, there existed a reasonable certainty of 
profitahle results from its construction and 
extension. I need not tell you again of the 
disappointment and not the vrofit that they 
have realized. It cannot be alleged that 
the road was not properly located, and that 
its constructors should await the growth 
of the country and development of the 
business. As a fact, there is no line in 
your state that occupies a more important 
position. Passing as it does from the 
northern border to the Atlantic, it includes 
on its line the important cities of Dalton, 
Rome, Atlanta, Macon and Brunswick: and 
it reaches, over friendly lines, to all the 
other important trade centers of the state; 
but is location amounts to but little if it 
is not permitted to receive just compensa- 

ion. 
Remedy the Evils. 

“Gentleman, we are not here making un- 
reasonable demands. We appeal to you, 
holding as you do the power under the law 
to apply the remedy to the evils under which 
we. suffer. We ask you to realize that 
these railway companies are entitled to 
the same protection as is the humblest cit- 
izen in your land. “he very law that 


creates your commission and clothes yqu« 


with such powers enjoined upon you the 
duty of protecting these interests so vital 
to every industry of our state, in assuring 
to them ‘just and reasonable compensation 
for the service they render; or you hold 
the power to so adjust these rates as would 
result in the actual confiscation of the 
property. Will you exercise that power for 
the good of the roads and the people, or for 
the injury of both? We do not ask that 
individual enterprises be unjustly taxed; but 
we do ask that the present tariff of rates 
shall be restored as it existed before these 
crushing reductions were made, and that it 
be so revised, based upon the possibilities 
of the business, as to afford a fair return 
to the road upon its cost of construction, or 
upon the basis of a fair value. You can- 
not claim that this result is attained under 
the present tariff of rates in effect. We 
are not asking favors; we are asking pro- 
tection and justice under the law. 

“We believe that the people of Georgia, 
with their high sense of integrify, will 
rise above the clamor of demagogues and 
sustain you in doing justice to the most 
important and potent factors in developing 
and building up the commercial resources of 
this great state. Paralyze the railway in- 
terest of any state or section, and every 
industry within its borders suffers the con- 
sequence. Protect, foster and aid in build- 
ing them up, and they in turn 
contribute’ to every interest. The 
reverse of this brings stagnation, 
drives capital from you, destroys credit, and 
Chinese walls around the resources of your 
country might as well be constructed.

HIS VERY QUICK TRIP TO MACON, 


He Denies That He Is Guilty, but Will 
Have to Stand Trial-Two Bad Ne- 
groes Arrested on Serious Charges. 


On the East Ténnessee passenger train 
that left the union depot here at 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning Henry Coachman, an 
old employe of the road, was porter. All 
the way to Macon he kept the dust off the 
seats, called out the stations and attended 
to the duties of his position. On the Hast 
Tennessee passenger train which arrives in 
Atlanta from Macon at7 o’clock a. m. the 
same porter, Coachman, was brought back 
to Atlanta a prisoner, charged with robbing 


| the mails. 


The identical agent who had left Atlanta 
in charge of Uncle Sam’s mail pouches on 
the early morning train for Macon had 
charge of the miscreant porter. The agent 


|immediately carried Coachman to - police 


headquarters, where Coachman was placed 
in the custody of Chief of Detectives 
Wright. 


- The mail agent told a story; which if re- 


peated before a jury, will send Coachman ‘ 
to the pen for a good sized term. The story, 
however, Coachman denies. Coachman 1s 
a very shrewd sort of a negro and is quick 
to catch on to what is going on around him. 
In fact, his natural qualities of perception 
are so good that he would not be long in 
learning even as hard a job as running Un- 
cle Sam’s postal arrangements. As porter 
on the train he had free access to all parts 
of it and frequently, when not busy, would 
peer into the mail car and watch the mail 
agents sorting out the piles of mail. 

Just a few miles north of Macon the mail 
agent who brought Coachman to Atlanta 
says he found Coachman in his car hastily 
looking through the letters, evidently _ in 
search of one that contained. money. He 
pocketed two or three, according to the 
agent's version, and then deliberately and 
coolly left the car. He was not molested un- 
til Macon was reached, and then, while he 
wis making ready to continue his journey 
to Brunswick, was placed under arrest by 
the route agent and brought to Atlanta on 
the first train.‘ Coachman was sent to jail 
yesterday afternoon. 

He is an Atlanta negro and lives at No. 8 
Holland street. He strenuously denies the 
story told by the mail agent and says it is 
a plot against him. 

They Arein a Bad Way.

bad negroes and the outlook is that they will 
have to serve the state for several years 
for some of their wieked tricks. 

Just after dark night before last they at- 
tacked and robbed Kilgore, a young white 
boy, six miles from the city on the line of 
the Chattahoochee river electric_ railway. 
They took from the boy a shotgun and some 
money in change. A few minutes after rob- 
bing the boy they § attacked an electric 
car on the Chattahgochee line and rocked 
it. Noone on the car was hurt, fortunately. 

The case was reported to the city detec- 
tive department and yesterday morning 
Detectives Carson and Green arrested the 
two negroes a'gl landed them in the police 
station, wherq they are now. They will 
be held for highway robbery.
